COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


Is  arranging  this,  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  wants  of  the 
Country;  for  though  excellent  Colleges  are  flourishing  at  no  great  dis- 
tauce,  they  by  no  means  supply  the  literary  demaud  of  the  day.  It  is 
clearly  evident,  that  Institutions  organized  by  the  models  of  a  past  gen- 
eration, cannot  in  all  respects  be  applicable  to  this,  that  the  progression 
of  mind  will  require  new  adaptations  in  its  onward  course ;  and  that 
votaries  of  ancient  forms  must  either  remain  behind  the  tide  of  time,  or 
meet  the  advances  of  intellect  by  reconstruction.  Whilst  our  course  of 
study  is  not  essentially  different  from  the  oldest  and  best  Colleges,  it  is 
adapted  to  the  phases  of  society  around  us.  The  usage  that  would 
subject  all  manner  of  intention  and  talent  to  the  same  routine,  and  that 
instead  of  developing,  strives  to  make  all  minds  alike,  has  been  discard- 
ed. Our  course  of  instruction  has  been  formed  after  mature  delibera- 
tion ;  a  thorough  understanding  of  it,  will  be  rigorously  exacted  before 
honors  are  conferred  ;  mere  sojourn  for  a  specified  time,  will  not  be  suffi- 
cient. The  course  is  divided  into  Classical  and  English ;  the  former, 
similar  to  College  courses  generally,  requires  four  years  ;  the  latter,  em- 
bracing all  that  is  necessary  to  make  an  accomplished  English  scholar, 
requires,  ordinarily,  three  years.  Students  will  be  placed  in  that  depart- 
ment that  may  be  selected  by  themselves,  their  Parents,  Guardians,  or 
the  Faculty ;  and  will  be  regularly  graduated  when  their  studies  are 
completed.  We  desire  to  remove  from  our  countrymen,  the  delusion 
which  teaches  that  a  finished  education  is  necessaiy  for  none  but  pro- 
fessional men ;  that  the  Merchant,  the  Mechanic,  and  the  Farmer  would 
in  no  way  be  benefitted  by  the  treasures  of  Science.  Uere  is  a  College 
established  for  the  people,  sustained  and  encouraged  by  a  Board  of 
Trustees  who  feel  the  importance  of  their  work,  and  who  are  determin- 
ed that  no  pains  or  expense  shall  be  spared  to  make  it  equal  to  any  in 
accommodations  and  profound  scholarship.  Though  a  smaller  amount 
of  study  is  required  for  admission  into  this  than  most  of  Colleges,  our 
course  is  not  less  extensive;  \y$  assigning  more  studies  to  the  advanced 
classes,  we  avoid  the  useless  custom  of  allowing  Juniors  and  Seniors  to 
be  comparatively  idle,  and  prevent  the  common  complaint,  "  that  the 
last  year  of  College  life  is  more  show  than  substance." 


CLASSICAL   COURSE. 

PREPARATORY. 

Candidates  for  admission  into  the  Freshman  Class,  must  stand  an 

approved  examination  upon  Orthoepy,  Orthography,  Oral  and  Written 

Arithmetie,  Geography,  English  and  Latin  Grammar,  Latin  Reader  and 

Caesar.     This  is  a  small  preparatory,  and  will  be  full}-  required  in  all 

cases.

Geology. 

TEXT  BOOKS  AND  STUDIES. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  course,  instruction  is  given  in  the  Modern 
Languages  if  desired,  without  extra  charge.  A  supply  of  Books  is 
kept  at  College  for  the  accommodation  of  students ;  but,  in  order  that 
persons  wishing  to  supply  themselves  elsewhere,  may  know  what  books 
to  select,  the  following  partial  list  is  subjoined  : 

Bullion's  English,  Latin,  and  Greek  Grammars;  also,  his  Latin,  and 
Greek  Readers,  and  Caesar  ;  Emerson's  series  of  Arithmetic ;  Mitchell's 
Geography ;  Frost's  United  States  History ;  Peirce's  entire  course  of 
Mathematics  ;  Comstock's  Philosophy  ;  Draper's  Chemistry ;  Mattison's 
Astronomy;  Olmstead's  Mechanics ;  Blair's  Rhetoric;  Kendall's  Uran- 
ography ;  Mrs.  Lincoln  Phelp's  Botany ;  Whately's  Logic ;  Upham's 
Meutal  Philosophy ;  Mather's  Geology ;  Wayland's  Political  Economy, 
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and  Moral  Science.  Books  of  reference:  Lampriere's,  and  Smith's 
Classical  Dictionaries ;  Eschenburg's  Manual ;  Baldwin's  Gazetteer  ; 
Webster's  or  Worcester's  English  Dictionary. 

LANGUAGES.— LATIN. 

The  first  term  of  the  Freshman  Class,  is  employed  upon  four  books 
of  Brooks'  Ovid,  during  which  time,  the  class  is  expected  to  acquire 
a  knowledge  of  Mythology  and  Prosody,  and  to  thoroughly  master 
the  laws  of  Latin  Construction. 

The  second  term  is  devoted  to  the  Bucolico  and  ./Eneid  of  Virgil ; 
with  exercises  in  Classical  Chronology ;  literal  and  elegant  translations, 
and  Poetic  diction. 

Sophomore  Class — In  the  first  term,  Sallust  and  four  Orations  of 
Cicero. 

Second  term,  six  books  of  Livy,  Roman  Antiquities,  construction  and 
composition. 

Junior  Class. — First  term ;  one  Play  in  Terrence,  and  the  Odes, 
Satires  and  Epistles  of  Horace,  with  daily  exercises  in  Latin  Versification. 

The  second  term  is  devoted  to  Cicero  De  Oratore. 

Senior  Class. — The  first  term  is  devoted  to  the  Germania  of  Taci- 
tus, and  the  second  to  Horace's  Art  of  Poetry,  with  such  exercises  as 
tend  to  cultivate  taste  and  mature  scholarship. 

GREEK. 

The  Freshman  Class,  in  the  first  term,  study  the  Grammar,  and 
complete  the  Reader ;  the  second  is  devoted  to  Xenophon's  Anabasis, 
with  a  critical  study  of  the  Grammar. 

During  the  first  term,  the  Sophomore  Class  read  Herodotus,  in  con- 
nexion with  the  study  of  Idioms,  and  Dialects  ;  the  second  is  devoted 
to  Homer. 

The  Junior  Class,  during  the  first  term,  is  employed  upon  a  review 
of  .Homer,  Select  Pieces,  and  Composition  ;  the  Orations  of  Demosthe- 
nes, occupy  the  second. 

The  Senior  Class,  in  the  first  term,  read  a  Tragedy  of  Sophocles  or 
Euripides ;  the  second  is  employed  upon  selections  from  Plato,  if  the 
Professor  and  Class  think  proper. 

Weekly  recitations  are  required  from  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
Classes  on  the  Testament. 

MATHEMATICS. 

Freshman  Class. — During  the  first  term,  Arithmetic  is  thoroughly 
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reviewed  in  connexion  with  its  practical  applications.  The  greatest  pos- 
sible attention  is  paid  to  this  branch  of  Mathematics.  The  Class  also 
complete  Peirce's  Algebra  to  ecpiatious  of  the  second  degree. 

In  the  second  term,  Algebra  is  completed  with  eleven  chapters  of 
Geometry. 

Sophomore  Class. — The  Class  in  the  first  term,  complete  Geometry, 
and  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry ;  in  the  second,  Surveying, 
Mensuration  and  Navigation. 

Junior  Class. — The  first  term  is  devoted  to  Analytical  Geometry. 
The  first  eight  chapters  of  Olmstead's  Philosophy,  and  the  Article  on 
Magnetism. 

Second  term ;  Integral  and  Differential  Calculus. 

Senior  Class. — During  the  first  term,  the  class  study  Peirce's  or 

Gumre's  Astronomy ;  and  during  the  second,  they  exercise  twice  per 

week  upon  the  Orders  and  Laws  of  Architecture,  and  the  principles  of 

Civil  Engineering. 

ENGLISH. 

TnE  large  space  allotted  to  studies  of  this  description  in  the  course, 
is  proof  of  the  estimation  in  which  the}'  are  held,  and  of  the  attention 
devoted  to  them.  Orthography,  Definition,  Reading,  Writing,  and 
Composition,  are  attended  to  with  great  care  ;  also,  an  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  English  Grammar,  Punctuation,  Prosody,  and  the  gen- 
eral character  of  English  Literature,  is  absolutely  demanded.  Due  stress 
is  laid  upon  the  use,  as  well  as  the  theory  of  Rhetoric,  Logic,  Mental 
Philosophy,  Political  Economy,  Criticism,  etc.  Mere  knowledge  of  text 
books  is  not  sufficient,  the  student  must  understand  the  subjects,  and  be 
able  to  use  them  in  the  pursuits  of  life. 

NATURAL  SCIENCE. 

Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry  are  illustrated  and  explained  by 
regular  lectures  with  a  splendid  Apparatus  ;  the  student  is  not  only 
made  to  understand  these  beautiful  and  useful  sciences,  but  has  them  so 
impressed  upon  his  mind,  that  he  cannot  easily  forget  them.  Astrono- 
my is  illustrated  by  suitable  instruments,  and  Geology,  by  an  ample 
collection  of  specimens.  A  museum  is  in  progress  of  formation  that 
will  be  sufficient  for  the  general  purposes  of  Geology,  Natural  History, 
Botany,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  &c. 

BIBLE   STUDIES. 

"While  sectarianism  is  rigorously  excluded,  the  Bible  is  a  constant 
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text  book ;  portions  are  road  and  explained  to  the  students  daily,  and 

all  the  duties  of  man  constantly   urged,     For  unless  high,  noble  and 

good  character  be  formed,  learning  is  vain  ;  neither  Home  nor  State  is 

profited  by  cultivated  minds  with  bad  hearts  ;  humanity  needs  no  such 

aid. 

THE  ENGLISH  COURSE. 

To  accommodate  a  large  number  of  our  countrymen,  this  course  has 
been  adopted.  Many  young  men  of  noble  minds,  but  lacking  time  and 
funds,  despair  of  finishing  a  course,  or  of  reaching  collegiate  honors,  and, 
therefore,  make  no  effort.  Since  such  can  scarcely  hope  to  be  complete 
in  every  thing,  we  give  them  the  opportunity  of  the  highest  honors  in 
a  few.  Such  men  are  greatly  needed.  The  country  wants  men  thor- 
oughly versed  in  Mathematics,  in  the  Natural  Sciences,  and  in  English 
Literature ;  to  encourage,  such,  we  offer  them  the  due  reward  of  talent, 
energy  and  enterprise. 

THE  NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Institution  is  styled  "  Normal  College,"  because  it  has  a  special 
organization  for  the  instruction  of  Teachers ;  and  is  endowed  with  the 
the  privilege  by  the  Legislature,  of  giving  certificates  that  are  valid  in 
any  part  of  North  Carolina.  The  fifth  section  of  the  Act  of  Incorpora- 
tion reads  as  follows  : 

V.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  auy  pupil  shall  have  sustained 
a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  studies,  or  course  of  studies  prescribed 
by  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  said  College,  such  persons  shall  be  deemed 
qualified  to  teach  common  schools  and  may  receive  a  certificate  sigued 
by  the  President  and  at  least  seven  Trustees,  which  certificate  shall  be 
sufficient  evidence  of  ability  to  teach  in  any  of  the  common  schools  in 
this  State,  without  any  re-examination  of  the  County  Committees,  and 
where  county  certificates  are  now  required  before  paying  out  the  public 
funds,  the  certificate  of  the  Normal  College  shall  answer  in  lieu  thereof. 

Those  who  enter  this  department,  may  belong  to  either  the  Classical 
or  English  Course  ;  such  as  have  completed  the  studies  of  the  Freshman 
Class  in  either  course,  and  are  deemed  suitable  for  Teachers,  may  receive 
a  certificate  to  last  one  year ;  completing  the  studies  of  the  next  class 
will  entitle  them  to  a  certificate  to  last  two  years  ;  and  an  English  Senior 
or  a  Classical  Junior,  will  receive  a  certificate  without  limitation.  The 
members  of  this  Class  are  not  only  taught  what,  but  how-  to  teach  ;  they 
are  instructed  in  the  proper  method  of  teaching  the  different  branches, 
the  manner  of  conducting  a  school,  the  proper  principles  of  school  gov- 
ernment, and  every  thing  that  tends  to  make  them  efficient  and  useful 
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teachers.  Attached  to  the  College,  is  a  Model  School  of  small  children  ; 
in  this  school,  the  Normal  candidates  practice  ;  here,  under  the  inspect 
tion  of  the  President,  they  are  drilled  in  all  the  minutiaj  of  governing 
and  teaching  :  here,  also,  talent  for  teaching  is  exemplified,  and  those 
who  are  found  unsuitable  for  that  profession,  are  not  passed,  and  are 
persuaded  to  engage  in  some  other  pursuit.  To  young  men  who  wish 
to  prepare  for  the  honorable  and  useful  profession  of  teaching,  this  de- 
partment offers  every  possible  advantage  ;  and  it  is  hoped,  that  all  who 
have  the  general  cause  of  education  at  heart,  will  exert  their  influence  to 
induce  young  men  to  enter,  and  prepare  themselves  for  teaching  our 
Common  Schools. 

The  great  mass  of  the  people  must  depend  upon  Common  schools  for 
their  education  ;  if  these  schools  be  taught  by  well  informed  and  skill- 
ful instructors,  the  people  will  be  profited  ;  otherwise,  they  must  certainly 
bo  injured.  Normal  College  is  the  teacher's  home,  the  place  at  which 
all  his  wants  can  be  satisfied,  and  the  Institution  that  will  give  him  honors 
in  proportion  to  his  talent  and  industry.  "We  have  long  been  importing 
teachers  from  Northern  schools  ;  that  practice  ought  to  cease  :  wo  have 
talent  and  ambition,  and  now  we  have  a  school  superior  in  its  organiza- 
tion to  those,  that  have  so  long  supplied  the  South  with  every  grade  of 
instructors.  If  the  young  men  will  enter  our  halls,  we  will  make  them 
equal  to  the  teachers  of  any  age  or  nation  ;  they  shall  be  an  honor  to 
the  cause  of  education,  and  the  pride  of  Carolina.  This  is  the  first  In- 
stitution of  the  kind,  ever  established  in  the  South  ;  its  brilliant  career 
thus  far,  shows  the  favor  in  which  it  is  held  by  the  people,  and  when 
the  young  men  we  are  now  preparing,  shall  have  gone  forth  and  tested 
our  principles  by  practical  application,  we  ask  no  other  eulogium. 

CLASSING. 

All  who  euter  this  Institution  are  not  prej>aring  to  be  teachers ;  it  is 
entirely  optionary  with  the  student  and  his  friends,  what  course  is  select- 
ed. Without  2>aying  any  attention  to  the  Normal  instruction,  one  may 
enter  as  any  Irregular  ;  in  the  Preparatory,  or  if  prepared,  in  one  of  the 
Classes  in  either  course,  and  graduate  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
same  honors,  as  at  the  oldest  Colleges.  We  should  be  glad,  however, 
that  a  larger  number  would  enter  the  Normal  Department. 

PREPARATORY  AND  IRREGULAR  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  possesses  superior  advantages  for  those  preparing  for 
this  or  any  other  College.    Such  as  desire  a  partial  course,  will  enjoy  all 
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tho  privileges  of  Apparatus,  Museum,  Lectures  and  College  associations, 
that  any  Institution  can  afford,  without  being  confined  to  a  course  of  in- 
struction opposed  to  tlieir  purposes  or  opportunities.  Those  preparing 
for  this  Institution,  will  find  this  as  cheap,  as  perhaps  any  school  where 
appropriate  instruction  can  be  obtained  ;  and  therefore,  it  will  be  advan- 
tageous for  them  to  prepare  here.  Such  as  design  entering  the  Univer- 
sity or  any  other  distant  College,  can  prepare  here  as  cheap,  and  certainly 
with  more  advantages,  than  at  a  common  school ;  we,  therefore,  invite 
all  who  are  preparing  for  College,  to  enter  this  Institution ;  assuring 
them  that  our  advantages  are  not  surpassed  by  any  school.  Young  men 
from  our  preparatory,  have  entered  the  Junior  Class  at  the  best  Colleges 
in  the  South,  and  over  competitors  well  trained  and  talented,  have  been 
victorious.  We  mention  these  things  because  we  know  our  Preparatory 
is  of  a  superior  character. 

THE  PRESIDENT. 
The  whole  College  in  all  its  divisions,  is  directly  under  his  supervision  ; 
whilst  the  different  departments  of  instruction  are  committed  to  appro- 
priate Professors,  the  students  are  amenable  to  the  President  for  their 
progress,  and  are  subjected  to  weekly  examinations  before  him  and  the 
rest  of  the  Faculty.     As  occasion  may  require,  competent  Tutors  are 

employed  to  assist  the  Professors.  Quarterly  reports  of  scholarship  and 
deportment,  are  sent  to  parents,  guardians,  &c 

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  year  is  divided  into  two  terms  ;  the  first  commencing  on  Wed- 
nesday, six  weeks  after  the  last  Thursday  in  July,  and  continuing  twenty- 
two  weeks  ;  the  second  commences  after  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  and  con- 
tinues till  the  last  Thursday  in  July,  which  is  the  annual  Commencement. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  pursuing  the  classical  collegiate  course,  are  charged  $15  per 
session  for  Tuition ;  those  in  the  English  course,  pay  $12. 

Tuition,  for  Geography,  English  Grammar,  and  Primary  Arithmetic, 
is  $8  per  session ;  for  the  same  more  advanced,  in  connexion  with  Phi- 
losophy, Compositions,  <fcc,  $10  per  session.  No  extra  charges  of  any 
description  ;  though  at  similar  institutions,  these  form  a  considerable 
item  of  expense. 

Board,  washing,  rooms,  fuel,  &c,  from  $5  to  $6  per  month.     No  ex- 
tras of  any  kind,  except  that  the  students  find  their  own  caudles. 
BOARDING. 

The  non-resident  system  has  been  adopted  ;  the  students  board  at  a 
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large  Hotel,  subject  to  College  regulations ;  ov,  at  private  boarding  houses 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Institution.  Ample  accommodations 
are  provided  for  any  number  likely  to  attend. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  pay  from  the  time  of  entering 
to  the  end  of  the  term.  No  deduction  is  made  for  those  who  stay  away 
a  week  or  two  after  the  term  commences,  and  then  join  the  regular  classes ; 
nor  is  allowance  made  in  any  case  after  entering,  except  for  protracted 
sickness. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  remain  here  unless  they  pursue  a  rea- 
sonable number  of  studies,  and  attend  promptly  to  the  ordinary  College 
regulations  ;  nor  are  they  permitted  to  indulge  in  habits,  contrary  to 
morality,  good  order  and  genteel  deportment.  The  Faculty  are  deter- 
mined, that  the  College  shall  not  be  corrupted  by  idle  or  vicious  mem- 
bers. Parents  are  invited  to  visit  their  sons  at  their  rooms,  recitations 
and  studies,  and  inspect  their  progress,  manners  and  accommodations. 
The  friends  of  students  are  earnestly  advised,  that  much  pocket  money 
is  unnecessary,  and  that  extravagance  in  this  respect,  is  injurious  to  all 

parties. 

SOCIETIES,  LIBRARIES,  &c. 

The  Literary  Societies  arc  in  a  nourishing  condition,  and  afford  every 
means  for  this  species  of  improvement.  Their  Libraries  are  increasing 
rapidly,  and  will  soon  contain  a  complete  variety  of  works  on  Biography, 
History,  Philosophy,  Poetry,  Ancient  and  Modern  Literature  in  general. 

LOCATION,  BUILDINGS,  &c. 
Normal  College  is  located  in  the  Northwest  corner  of  Randolph 
county,  eighteen  miles  Southwest  of  Greensborough,  twenty  Northwest 
of  Asheborough,  and  sixteen  nearly  East  of  Lexington.  It  is  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  from  the  Faj'ettcville  and  Western  Plank  Road,  and 
three  miles  from  the  Central  Rail  Road ;  when  these  works  are  comple- 
ted, it  will  have  every  facility  of  access.  The  nearest  point  of  public 
conveyance  at  present,  is  Jamestown,  seven  miles  North,  from  which 
place  to  the  College,  private  conveyance  can  at  any  time  be  obtained  by 
applying  to  Dr.  Coffin.  The  location  is  in  the  country,  on  the  highlands 
between  the  tributaries  of  Uwharrie  and  Deep  rivers  ;  as  nearly  as  any 
place  exempt  from  disease  and  facilities  for  dissipation,  and  in  the  midst 
of  a  refined  and  moral  community.  Large  and  commodious  buildings 
will  be  completed  in  a  very  short  time.

COURSE  OF  STUDY, 


The  course  of  instruction  is,  in  some  respects,  different 
from  that  generally  adopted  in  Colleges  ;  not  less,  however, 
in  extent,  nor  requiring  less  time  and  ability  for  its  comple- 
tion. It  is  clearly  evident,  that  Institutions  organized  by 
the  models  of  a  past  generation,  cannot  in  all  respects  be  ap- 
plicable to  this  ;  that  the  progression  of  mind  will  require 
new  adaptations  in  its  onward  course ;  and  that  an  age  en- 
riched by  invention  and  change  in  every  other  department 
of  human  enterprise,  will  surely  admit  of  sound  improvement 
in  the  organization  and  management  of  Colleges.  We  de- 
mand, comparatively,  a  small  amount  of  study  for  admission 
into  College  ;  in  this  determination  we  have  been  influenced 
by  the  well  known  fact,  that  by  the  time  young  men,  hitherto, 
have  been  j>repared  to  enter  College,  their  modes  of  thought, 
mental  habits  and  taste,  have  been  so  unalterably  fixed,  that 
College  influences  to  a  large  extent,  have  been  unavailing. 
We  have  attempted  to  avoid  this  evil,  by  subjecting  our 
preparatory  students,  to  College  regulations,  and  bringing 
them  into  the  regular  classes  at  an  earlier  day.  Every 
scholar  knows,  that  it  requires  but  very  moderate  applica- 
tion to  complete  the  ordinary  course  in  four  years,  and  that 
necessity  for  more  vigorous  industry  would  be  a  great  pre- 
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ventive  to  dissipation.  Our  course,  as  it  is  as  extensive  as 
others,  will  require  close  attention,  will  suit  the  spirit  of  the 
laborious  and  energetic,  and  will  do  something  towards  the 
formation  of  those  industrious  habits,  that  are  so  important 
in  the  pursuits  of  life. 

The  day  has  arrived  when  "  graduation  for  the  name"  has 
lost  its  charm ;  empty  titles  will  no  longer  bear  a  man  on  to 
fortune  and  fame.  Colleges  should  not  only  thoroughly  in- 
struct, but  form  good  habits,  arouse  to  noble  exertions  and 
enlarged  views,  inspire  a  high  order  of  intellectual  and  moral 
excellence,  and  develope  all  powers  in  due  proportion. 
Education  has  seldom  been  effective  except  where  it  was 
very  common,  or  very  rare ;  when  rare,  it  is  an  engine  of 
tyranny,  when  common,  the  palladium  of  liberty.  No  State 
needs  it  more,  or  has  been  benefitted  less  in  the  mass  of  her 
citizens  by  Collegiate  education,  than  North  Carolina.  The 
noble  and  cultivated  talent,  that  has  come  forth  from  the 
University,  has  to  a  large  extent  either  pined  and  died 
through  want  of  appreciation,  or  has  gone  to  bless  and  adorn 
other  States. —This  country  affords  no  asylum  for  a  learned 
aristocracy,  and  the  people  know  far  too  little  of  profound 
learning,  either  to  enjoy  its  advantages  or  reward  its  services. 
Utilitarians,  falsely  so  called,  united  with  short  sighted 
avarice,  have  cursed  the  land  by  calling  money,  Fortune, 
and  the  "Single  Rule  of  Three,"  Education.  Every  Ameri- 
can is  a  nobleman  by  birth,  and  may  be  a  statesman  by  ef- 
fort ;  and  he  needs  the  ennobling,  inspiring  influence  of  a 
genuine,  public  Institution  to  develope  his  powers  and  form 
his  taste.  Our  Colleges,  almost  exact  copies  of  Institutions 
suited  to  the  spirit  of  a  different  government,  have  perhaps 
exerted  rather  an  unpropitious  influence  upon  the  general 
spread  of  thorough  education  ;  for  the  College  that  profound- 
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I     ly  educates  a  man,  but  sends  him  forth  with  manners,  habits 

and  sentiments  unsnited  to  the  civil  and  social  requisitions  of 

his  Country,  does  both  the  man  and  the  State  great  harm 

rather  than  good.     The  organization  of  Normal  College  is  an 

|     attempt  to  unite  necessity  for  exertion  with  profound  study; 

to  correctly  develope,  chasten  and  adorn  republican  intellect 

by  a  thorough    course    of  study,   vigorously   applied.     In 

Europe  none  but  the  nobles,  and   professional  men,  need  a 

finished  education,  because  the  remainder  is  not  blessed  with 

i     either  freedom  of  thought  or  action  ;  but  in  this  Union,  where 

j     every  man  thinks  for  himself  and  is  the  architect  of  his  own 

i    fortune,  a  complete  classical  education  is  absolutely  essential. 

The  sentiment  generally  prevails,  that  the  sons  of  our 
most  distinguished  citizens,  are  destined  to  be  insignificant, 
and  almost  every  family  affords  some  evidence  of  its  truth ; 
but  if  such  a  deplorable  necessit}r  is   in  existence,  it  isun- 

;     doubtedly  of  man's  own  making,  and  might  be  remedied. 

!     The  sons  of  wealth,  power  and  fame,  are  educated  in  our 

I  most  approved  Institutions,  and,  since  such  persons  must  by 
nature  be  equal,  if  not  superior  to  all  others,  if,  as  a  general 

!    rule,  they  fail  to  be  honorable  and  useful,  there  must  be  a 

;  •  radical  fault  in  their  education.  If  it  be  said,  that  "circum- 
stances thwart   the  educational   influences    thrown  around 

:  them,"  it  must  be  answered,  that  "  education  forms  the 
man;"  and  if  the  organizations  now  in  use  fail  to  prevent  the 

j  degradation  of  so  large  and  valuable  a  portion  of  humanity, 
such  organizations  are  either  impotent,  or  want  adaptation. 
Perhaps,  they  form  habits,  principles  and  associations  in- 
consistent with  the  requisitions,  pursuits  and  pleasures  of 
a  government,  such  as  ours  ;  or  whilst  ease,  luxury  and  de- 
sire of  gain,  are  sapping  the  foundation  of  personal  worth, 

our  educational  systems  may  be  using  none,  or  the  wrong 
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corrective  influences.  The  subject  is  worthy  of  close  thought 
and  honest  investigation.  "We  have  seen  and  felt  that  the 
evils  and  circumstances  of  the  day,  are  playing  havoc  with 
our  most  important  interests,  and  if  a  preventive  he  not 
found  in  religious  education,  we  know  not  where  to  look. 
The  Legislature  having  given  us  a  charter,  we  have  with 
much  solicitude,  organized  Normal  College  as  it  is  •  so  far 
it  lias  fully  met  public  expectation ;  we  invite  the  learned, 
the  experienced,  the  man  of  the  world  and  the  christian,  all 
to  examine  it  minutely.  The  Statesman  cannot  be  indiffer- 
ent, for  it  is  shaping  the  destiny  of  many  citizens  ;  the  Min- 
ister is  interested,  for  it  is  doing  much  either  for,  or  against 
the  interest  of  his  Master's  vineyard ;  and  the  father  has 
some  concern,  since  Normal  College  might  be  an  agency  in 
bringing  peace  and  happiness  upon  his  declining  years. 
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CLASSICAL  COURSE. 


PREPARATORY. 

Candidates  for  Admission  into  the  Freshman  Class,  must 
stand  an  approved  examination  upon  Orthoepy,  Orthogra- 
phy, Oral  and  Written  Arithmetic,  Geography,  English 
and  Latin  Grammar,  Latin  Reader  and  Caesar.  This  is  a 
small  preparatory,  and  Avill  he  fully  required  in  all  cases. 

FRESHMAN"  CLASS. 

First  Term. — Arithmetic — -its  general  principles  and  ap- 
plications;  Algebra;  English  Grammar  ;  Geography ;  His- 
tory, United  States ;  Ovid ;  Greek  Grammar  and  Reader ; 
Mythology  and  Ancient  Geography;  Book  Keeping. 

Second  Term. — Algebra  ;  Geometry ;  English  Prosody 
and  Poetry  ;  Historical  Geography ;  Virgil ;  Anabasis  and 
Testament ;  Natural  Philosophy ;  History,  United  States  ;

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ENGLISH. 

The  large  space  allotted  to  studies  of  this  description  in 
the  course,  is  proof  of  the  estimation  in  which  they  are  held, 
and  of  the  attention  bestowed  upon  them.  "We  hold  it  as  a 
fixed  principle,  that  a  thorough  knowledge  of  our  own  lan- 
guage, is  an  indispensable  basis  of  genuine  education,  and 
that  without  English  proficiency,  Classical  attainments  are 
of  but  little  value.  Orthography,  Definition,  Reading  and 
Writing  are  made  special  exercises  in  all  the  Classes  ;  while 
analysis  of  the  best  English  authors,  and  Composition,  are 
daily  duties  of  every  student.  History  and  Historical  Ge- 
ography, are  taught  systematically  ;  Rhetoric  and  Logic  are 
studied  theoretically  and  then  applied  in  the  analysis  of 
every  species  of  literary  composition  ;  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy  are  completed  by  biographical  and  historical 
illustrations  ;  and  Political  Economy  is  studied  with  con- 
stant reference  to  Duties,  Treaties  of  Commerce,  Corpora- 
tions, Patents,  &c.  Natural  Philosophy  is  studied  with 
constant  reference  to  Machinery  and  the  Mechanic  Arts, 
and  Chemistry,  illustrated  by  the  necessary  experiments, 
will  be  completed  by  an  Agricultural  application  with  analy- 
sis of  soils,  manures,  grain,  &c.  Young  gentlemen  who 
wish  to  pursue  a  partial  course,  or  to  pay  special  attention 
to  some  particular  subject,  will  here  find  every  facility  af- 
forded, and  will  at  the  same  time  have  the  advantage  of 
College  discipline  and  association, 

NATURAL  SCIENCE. 

Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry  are  illustrated  and 
explained  by  regular  lectures  with  a  splendid  Apparatus  ; 
the  student  is  not  only  made  to  understand  these  beautiful 
and  useful  sciences,  but  has  them  so  impressed   upon  his 
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mind,   that  lie  cannot  easily  forget  them.     Astronomy   is 
illustrated  by  suitable  instruments,  and  Geology,  by  an  am-     j 
pie  collection  of  specimens.     A  museum  is  in  progress  of    : 
formation  that  will  be  sufficient  for  the  general  purposes  of    i 
Geology,  Natural  History,  B  otany,  Anatomy, Physiology,  &c.

While  sectarianism  is  rigorously  excluded,  the  Bible  is  a 
constant  text  booh ;  portions  are  read  and  explained  to  the     j 
students  daily,  and  all  the  duties  of  man  constant]}-  urged.     I 
Eor  unless  high,  noble  and  good  character  are  formed,  learn- 
ing is  rain;  neither  Home  nor  State  is  profited  by  cultiva-     j 
ted  minds  with  bad  hearts  ;  humanity  needs  no  such  aid. 

Normal  College,  as  the  name  indicates,  is  an  Institution 
in  which  men  are  educated  to  be  useful.  If  the  "learned 
man  that  imparts  no  instruction  to  others,  is  the  worst  mi- 
ser," such  character  should  be  avoided  in  the  formation.  \ 
Those  who  graduate  for  the  name,  and  expect  to  live  with- 
out personal  effort,  will  not  find  this  Institution  agreeable  to 

I     their  wishes,  and  are  advised  not  to  enter;  but  those  who 
wish  to  become  men  of  power,  and  afterwards  to  apply  their     j 

j  gifts  and  acquirements  for  the  advancement  of  their  own  j 
fortunes  and  the  happiness  of  others,  will  here  find  an  In- 
stitution suited  to  his  desires.  This  College  has  a  special 
organization  for  the  instruction  of  Teachers ;  and  is  endow- 
ed with  the  privilege  by  the  Legislature,  of  giving  certifi- 
cates that  are  valid  in  any  part  of  North  Carolina.     The  fifth 

section  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  reads  as  follows  : 

i 
V.      Be  it  farther  evaded,  That  when   any  pupil  shall  have  sus- 
tained a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  studies,  or  course  of  studies 
prescribed  by  the  Faculty  and  Trustees  of  said  College,  such  persons 
shall  be  deemed  qualified  to  teach  common  schools  and  may  receive  a     j 
certificate  signed  by  the  President  and  at  least  seven  Trustees,  which     j 
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certificate  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  ability  to  teach  in  any  of  the 
common  schools  in  this  State,  without  any  re-examination  of  the 
County  Committees,  and  where  County  certificates  are  now  required 
before  paying  out  the  public  funds,  the  certificate  of  the  Normal  Col- 
lege shall  answer  in  lieu  thereof. 

It  bus  been  reported,  that  all  who  enter  this  College,  are 
to  he  school  teachers,  and  take  a  pledge  to  that  effect ;  the 
report  is  loholly  untrue.  It  is  entirely  opti onary  with  every 
student  whether  he  receives  Normal  Instruction  or  not,  and 
any  one,  regular  or  irregular,  may  attend  the  Normal  Lec- 
tures if  he  wishes  so  to  do.  No  one  will  receive  a  Normal 
Certificate,  or  Diploma,  who  has  not  been  regularly  trained 
in  our  course  of  lectures,  or  by  some  other  means  learned 
the  Theory  and  Art  of  teaching,  and  all  who  are  prepared 
and  wish  it,  will  receive  certificates  for  one  or  two  years,  or 


he  graduated  according  to  their  advancement. 
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The  Normal  department  is  needed  more  than  any  other; 
every  County  in  tins  State  needs  from  forty  to  one  hundred 
teachers,  and  upon  an  average  four  thousand  teachers  are 
employed  every  year.  These  teachers  are  doing  more  for 
the  weal  or  woe  of  North  Carolina  than  any  other  class  of 
men.  Is  one  half  of  them  sufficiently  educated?  No.  If 
they  have  knowledge  enough,  do  the}r  know  how  to  teach? 
Are  Law,  Medicine,  and  Divinity,  more  easily  learned  than 
the  proper  manner  of  instructing  and  training  the  immortal 
mind  ?  Does  even  a  finished  education  make  men  safe 
Lawyers,  Physicians,  fee.,  without  anything  further?  Are 
years  of  experience,  profound  learning,  full  courses  of  lec- 
tures and  the  accumulated  wisdom  of  ages,  necessary  in  ad- 
ministering medicine  to  the  body  ?  and  shall  the  immortal 
part  be  given  up  to  unlearned  and  unskilful  instruction  ? 
Teaching  is  a  great  prof  ession,  it  is  now  a  profitable  busi- 
ness ;  a  splendid  theatre  of  usefulness  is  open,  and  good 
actors  are  in  great  demand. 

The  members  of  the  Normal  Class  are  not  only  taneht 
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what,  but  how  to  teach ;  they  are  instructed  iu  the  proper 
method  of  teaching  the  different  branches,  the  manner  of 
conducting  a  school,  the  proper  principles  of  school  govern- 
ment, and  every  thing  that  tends  to  make  them  efficient  and 
useful  teachers.  Attached  to  the  College,  is  a  Model  School 
of  small  children ;  in  this  school,  the  Normal  candidates 
practice;  here,  under  the  inspection  of  the  President,  they 
are  drilled  in  all  the  minutiae-  of  governing  and  teaching: 
here,  also,  talent  for  teaching  is  exemplified,  and  those  who 
are  found  unsuitable  for  that  profession,  are  not  passed,  and 
are  persuaded  to  engage  in  some  other  pursuit.  To  young 
men  who  wish  to  prepare  for  the  honorable  and  useful  pro- 
fession of  teaching,  this  department  offers  every  possible  ad- 
vantage; and  it  is  hoped,  that  all  who  have  the  general  cause 
or  education  at  heart,  will  exert  their  influence  to  induce 
young  men  to  enter,  and  prepare  themselves  for  teaching 
our  Common  Schools. 

The  great  mass  of  the  people  must  depend  upon  Common 
Schools  for  their  education  ;  if  these  schools  be  taught  by 
veil  informed  and  skilful  instructors,  the  people  will  be 
profitted  ;  otherwise,  they  must  certainly  be  injured.  Nor- 
mal College  is  the  teacher's  home,  the  place  at  which  all  his 
wants  can  be  satisfied,  and  the  Institution  that  will  give  him 
honors  in  proportion  to  his  talent  and  industry.  "We  have 
long  been  importing  teachers  from  Northern  schools ;  that 
practice  ought  to  cease:  ve  have  talent  and  ambition,  and 
now  we  have  a  school  superior  in  its  organization  to  those, 
that  have  so  long  supplied  the  South  with  every  grade  of  in- 
structors. This  is  the  first  Institution  of  the  kind,  ever  es-  | 
tablished  in  the  South  ;  its  brilliant  career  thus  far,  shows 
the  favor  in  which  it  is  held  by  the  people,  and  when  the 
young  men  we  are  now  preparing,  shall  have  gone  forth  and 
I  "  ! 
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tested  our  principles  by  practical  application,  we  ask  no 
other  eulogium. 

HONORS. 

Certificates  for  one  and  two  years  are  given  to  those  who 
have  reached  a  certain  grade ;  those  who  have  completed 
the  Normal  course,  are  graduated  as  Teachers,  and  those 
who  complete  the  regular  course  receive  the  same  distinctions 
as  at  other  Colleges.  By  reference  to  the  Students,  it  will 
be  perceived  that  our  regular  classes  are  quite  fall  for  a 
vonng  Institution. 
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Tins  department  possesses  superior  advantages  for  those 
preparing  for  this  or  any  other  College.  Such  as  desire  a 
partial  course,  will  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  Apparatus, 
Museum,  Lectures  and  College  associations,  that  any  Institu- 
tion can  afford,  without  being  confined  to  a  course  of  instruc- 
tion ojmosed  to  their  purposes  or  opportunities.  Those  pre- 
paring for  this  Institution,  will  find  this  as  cheap,  as  perhaps 
any  school  where  appropriate  instruction  can  be  obtained; 
and  therefore,  it  will  be  advantageous  for  them  to  prepare 
here.  Such  as  design  entering  the  University  or  any  other 
distant  College,  can  prepare  here  as  cheap,  and  certainly 
with  more  advantages,  than  at  a  common  school;  we,  there- 
fore, invite  all  who  are  preparing  for  College,  to  enter  this 
Institution ;  assuring  them  that  our  advantages  are  not  sur- 
passed by  any  school. 


THE  PKESIDENT. 

The  whole  College  in  all  its  divisions,  is  directly  under 
his  supervision  ;  whilst  the  different  departments  of  instruc- 
tion are  committed  to  appropriate  Professors,  the  students 
are  amenable  to  the  President  for  their  progress,  and  are 
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subjected  to  weekly  examinations  before  him  and  the  rest  of 
the  Faculty.  As  occasion  may  require,  competent  Tutors 
are  employed  to  assist  the  Professors.  Quarterly  reports 
of  scholarship  and  deportment,  are  sent  to  parents,  guar- 
dians, &c. 


TEEMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  year  is  divided  into  two  terms  ;  the  first  commencing 
on  Wednesday,  six  weeks  after  the  last  Thursday  in  July, 
and  continuing  twenty-two  weeks  ;  the  second  commences 
after  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  and  continues  till  the  last 
Thursday  in  July  which  is  the  annual  Commencement. 


EXPENSES. 

Students  pursuing  the  classical  collegiate  course,  are 
charged  $15  per  session  for  Tuition ;  those  in  the  English 
course,  pay  $12. 

Tuition,  for  Geography,  English  Grammar,  and  Primary 
Arithmetic,  is  $S  per  session  ;  for  the  same  more  advanced, 
in  connexion  with  Philosophy,  Compositions,  &c,  $10  per 
session.  No  extra  charges  of  any  description  ;  though  at 
similar  institutions,  these  form  a  considerable  item  of  ex- 
pense. 

Board,  washing,  rooms,  fuel,  &c,  from  $5  to  $6  per 
month.  No  extras  of  any  kind,  except  that  the  students 
find  their  own  candles. 
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BOARDING.

The  non-resident  system  lias  been  adopted  ;  the  students 
board  at  large  Hotels,  subject  to  College  regulations  ;  or,  at 
private  boarding  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
Institution.  Ample  accommodations  arc  provided  for  any 
number  likelv  to  attend. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  pay  from  the  time 
of  entering  to  the  end  of  the  term.  No  deduction  is  made 
for  those  who  stay  away  a  week  or  two  after  the  term  com- 
mences, and  then  join  the  regular  classes  ;  nor  is  allowance 
made  in  any  case  after  entering,  except  for  protracted  sick- 
ness. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  remain  here  unless  they 
pursue  a  reasonable  number  of  studies,  and  attend  promptly 
to  the  ordinary  College  regulations  ;  nor  are  they  permitted 
to  indulge  in  habits,  contrary  to  morality,  good  order  and 
genteel  deportment.  The  Eacidty  are  determined,  that  the 
College  shall  not  be  corrupted  by  idle  or  vicious  members. 
Parents  are  invited  to  visit  their  sons  at  their  rooms,  recita- 
tions and  studies,  and  inspect  their  progress,  manners  and 
accommodations.  The  friends  of  the  students  are  earnestly 
advised,  that  much  pocket  money  is  unnecessary,  and  that 
extravagance  in  this  respect,  is  injurious  to  all  parties. 
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SOCIETIES,  LIBRARIES,  &c. 

Tiie  Literary  Societies  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and 
afford  every  means  for  this  species  of  improvement.  Then- 
Libraries  are  increasing  rapidly,  and  will  soon  contain  a 
complete  variety  of  works  on  Biography,  History.  Philoso- 
phy, Poetry,  Ancient  and  Modern  Literature  in  general. 


LOCATION,  BUILDINGS,  &c. 

Normal  College  .is  located  in  the  Northwest  corner  of 
Randolph  county,  eighteen  miles  Southwest  of  Greensbo- 
rongh,  twenty  Northwest  of  Ashborough,  and  sixteen  nearly 
East  of  Lexington.  It  is  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the 
Eayettevill  and  Western  Plank  Road,  and  three  miles  from 
the  Central  Rail  Road  ;  when  these  works  are  completed,  it 
will  have  every  facility  of  access.  The  nearest  point  of 
public  conveyance  at  present,  is  Jamestown,  seven  miles 
North,  from  which  place  to  the  College,  private  conveyance 
can  at  any  time  be  obtained  by  applying  to  Dr.  Coffin.  The 
location  is  in  the  country,  on  the  highlands  between  the 
tributaries  of  Uwharrie  and  Deep  rivers ;  as  nearly  as  any 
place  exempt  from  disease  and  facilities  for  dissipation,  and 
in  the  midst  of  a  refined  and  moral  community.

PREPARATORY  TO  ADMISSION  INTO  NORMAL 
COLLEGE. 

Applicants  for  admission  into  the  Freshman  Class,  are  re- 
quired to  stand  an  approved  examination  upon  Oral  and 
Written  Arithmetic,  the  Grammars  of  the  English,  Latin 
Greek  Languages ;  Latin  Reader,  Caesar,  Greek  Fables,  and 
Geography. 

This  is  a  small  requisition,  and  yet  it  is  rarely  accom- 
plished efficiently  at  the  Preparatory  Schools  in  the  coun- 
try. Many,  who  apply  for  admission,  are  very  defective  in 
Orthoepy,  Orthography  and  English  Grammar.  Early 
faults  and  omissions  in  these  studies  are  difficult  to  remedy, 
and  often  exert  a  lasting  and  pernicious  influence.  Parents 
who  design  giving  their  sons  a  liberal  education,  should  be 
quite  as  careful  in  selecting  (heir  primary  teachers,  as  in 
determining  the  College  at  which  they  shall  finish  their 
studies.  No  College  can  perform  it  own  duties,  and  at  the 
same  time,  supply  the  deficiencies,  and  eradicate  the  errors 
of  incompetent  or  careless  preparatory  teachers.  Right 
teaching  does  not  simply  mean  correct  answers  ;  it  implies 
reasoning,  modes  of  thought,  adaptation,  developemcnt  ami 
habit;  and  many  are  further  from  thorough  scholarship 
when  they  suppose  themselves  ready  to  enter  College,  than 
when  they  commenced  the  preparation.

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Iii  the  Languages,  we  find  great  deficiency  in  construe-     S 
tion  ;  and,  in  the  Arithmetic,  a  general  reliance  wpowKeys.     I 
Snch  instruction  is  of  no  value  in  itself,  and  is  infinitely 
worse  than  no  basis  for  further  acquisitions.     From  some 
sections  our  students  come  well  prepared.     To  the  accom- 
plished teachers  who  labor  in  those  positions,  we  are  under 
\     many  obligations,  for  every  College  owes  its  grade  in  schol- 
)     arship  and  the  intellectual  developement  of  its  graduates 
(     very  materially,  to  the  character  of  the  primary  instruction 
/     among  its  patrons.

<:  the  Trustees  haAre  established  an  English  Department,  and 
(  prescribed  the  requisite  course  of  study.  Any  student,  by 
\  the  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  may  enter  as  an 
irregular,  and  pursue  such  studies  as  he  chooses  j  and  those 
who  fully  complete  the  English  Course,  will  receive  Diplo- 
mas to  that  effect. 

The  large  space  allotted  to  studies  of  this  description  in 
the  course,  is  proof  of  the  estimation  in  which  they  are  held, 
and  of  the  attention  bestowed  on  them.  We  hold  it  as  a 
fixed  principle,  that  a  thorough  knowledge  of  our  own  lan- 
guage, is  an  indispensable  basis  of  genuine  education,  and 
that  without  English  proficiency,  classical  attainments  are 
of  but  little  value.  Orthography,  Definition,  Heading  and 
Writing  are  made  special  exercises  in  all  the  Classics ; 
while  analysis  of  the  best  English  authors,  and  Composition, 
are  daily  duties  of  every  student.  History  and  Historical 
Geography,  are  taught  systematically ;  Rhetoric  and  Logic 
are  studied  theoretically  and  then  applied  in  the  analysis  of 
every  species  of  literary  composition ;  Mental  and  Moral 
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Philosophy  are  completed  by  biographical  and  historical 
illustrations  ;  and  Political  Economy  is  studied  with  con- 
stant reference  to  Duties,  Treaties  of  Commerce,  Corpora- 
tions, Patents,  &c.  Natural  Philosophy  is  studied  with 
constant  reference  to  Machinery  and  the  Mechanic  Arts, 
and  Chemistry,  illustrated  by  the  necessary  experiments, 
will  be  completed  by  an  Agricultural  application  with 
analysis  of  soils,  manures,  grain,  &c.  Young  gentlemen 
who  wish  to  pursue  a  partial  course,  or  to  pay  special  atten- 
tion to  some  particular  subject,  will  here  find  every  facility 
afforded,  and  will  at.  the  same  time  have  the  advantage  of 
College  discipline  and  association. 

NATURAL  SCIENCE. 

Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry  are  illustrated  and 
explained  by  regular  lectures  with  a  splendid  Apparatus ;

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organize  and  mature  correct  mental  habits,  it  is  evident 
their  influences  should  be  exerted  before  fixed  habits  and 
modes  are  formed ;  and  it  is  equally  evident,  that  acquir- 
ing the  usual  preparatory,  forms  the  unalterable  tendencies, 
and  leaves  the  College  the  poor  resource  of  merely  finish- 
ing the  work  of  a  private  school  or  academy.  The  Ameri- 
can collegiate  system  is  too  faithful  a  copy  of  the  European, 
when  the  students  are  sons  of  the  aristocraey,  attended  by 
Tutors,  and  dependant  upon  the  College  for  nothing  but  in- 
struction in  the  form  of  lectures.  Such  is  not  our  condi- 
tion of  society ;  and  a  change  in  collegiate  theory,  senti- 
ment and  practice,  would  evidently  be  beneficial.  For 
those  who  are  blessed  with  well  educated  parents,  good 
tutors  and  every  other  requisite,  such  collegiate  influence 
may  be  sufficient ;  but  the  great  mass  of  our  young  men 
require  other  and  different  training. 

The  thousands  of  young  men  who  leave  American  Col- 
leges, ruined  in  fortune,  body,  mind  and  soul,  ought  to  teach 
us,  that  ample  endowments  and  learned  professors,  are  not 
the  only  collegiate  requisites.

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Attached  to  the  College  is  a  department  for  the  instruction  of  Teachers. 
The  Trustees  conceived,  that  whilst  very  many  Colleges  had  departments  of 
Law  and  Medicine  for  such  as  desired  that  kind  of  instruction,  a  provision 
for  the  education  of  Teachers  was  greatly  needed  in  this  State.  Such  a  de- 
partment has  been  established  on  a  liberal  scale,  though  for  want  of  proper 
accommodations  it  has  not  been  fully  carried  into  effect.  The  exercises  of 
the  department,  with  complete  arrangements,  will  commence  next  session. 
The  following  is  the  Legislative  authority  given  to  the  College  in  this  respect : 

Section  IV. — Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Faculty  and  seven  Trustees 
shall  have  power  to  grant  Certificates,  which  shall  exempt  the  bearer  from 
examination  by  the  County  Commmittees  throughout  the  State,  and  where 
Certificates  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  demanded  before  paying  out  the 
public  funds,  a  Certificate  from  Normal  College  shall  answer  in  lieu  thereof; 
they  shall  also  have  power  to  grant  such  Degrees  and  Marks  of  Honor  as  are 
given  by  Colleges  and  Universities  generally. 

Such  students  as  desire  to  prepare  for  Teaching,  will  be  fully  instructed  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  teaching  and  conducting  schools ;  they  will  be  more 
thoroughly  prepared  on  the  studies  usually  taught,  and  will  be  practically 
exercised  in  a  Model  School  opened  for  that  purpose.  We  beg  leave  to  assure 
the  public,  that  implicit  reliance  may  be  placed  upon  any  young  man  having 
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a  Normal  Certificate,  dated  after  this  year.  As  Teachers  are  greatly  needed, 
and  we  are  establishing  a  Normal  department  on, the  most  approved  plan,  we 
hope  the  country  will  do  us  the  favor  to  give  us  a  trial.  Any  young  man  de- 
sirous to  prepare  for  teaching,  though  unahle  to  pay  his  expenses,  would  do- 
Well  to  address  the  President  of  the  College. 


PARTIAL   COURSE. 

As  very  many  young  men  wish  to  spend  one  or  more  sessions  at  some  insti- 
tution of  high  grade,  they  are  invited  to  examine  our  accommodations  and 
advantages.  Such  will  he  cordially  received,  and  all  reasonable  efforts  will 
be  made  to  render  their  stay  here  both  pleasant  and  profitable. 

They  will  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  the  regular  classes. 


PREPARATORY, 

Our  Preparatory  Department  is  directly  under  the  supervision  of  theFacuT-- 
ty ;  the  recitations  are  all  in  the  College  buildings,  and  all  meet  together  foi" 
Kcligious  exercises  in  the  College  Chapel.  The  President  will  personally 
attend  to  the  Preparatory  as  well  as  other  students,  manage  their  expenses? 
take  care  of  their  manners  and  morals,  and  use  every  proper  means  to  exe- 
cute the  will  of  parents  and  guardians.  Our  friends  may  he  assured  that 
their  sous,  large  or  small,  will  receive  careful  attention.  For  citizens  of  the' 
low  country  wishiug  to  send  their  small  boys  to  school,  we  think  our  Insbitu^ 
tion  has  some  advantages.

PLACE  AND  MODE  OF  STUDY. 

College  duties  commence  at  S  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continue  till  l2' ; 
and  from  half-past  1  till  5  in  the  afternoon  in  the  summer,  and  from  1  till  4 
in  the  winter. 

During  these  hours  all  students  stay  in  the  College  buildings,  or  in  rooms 
upon  the  College  grounds,  each  class  iu  a  separate  room  or  rooms,  each  student 
having  a  good  chair  and  desk  to  himself,  and  all  required  to  be  perfectly  silent 
and  attentive  to  their  studies.  We  think  this  arrangement  much  better  than 
allowing  students  to  remain  in  their  private  rooms,  at  a  distance  from  the 
College,  during  school  hours. 

At  caudle-lighting  the  bell  rings  for  study,  and  each  student  is  required  to 
be  in  his  room  on  the  College  grounds,  or  at  his  boarding-house,  for  the  rc=-

mainclcr  of  the  evening.  By  this  arrangement  our  students  attend  promptly 
to  their  duties,  and  avoid  disorderly  conduct  generally. 

School  is  opened  every  morning  by  reading  the  Bible  and  prayer,  at  which 
time  also'  the  roll  is  called,  and  all  strictly  required  to  be  present. 

Each  student  is  required  to  recite  at  least  three  times  daily,  and  may  recite 
as  often  as  six  times  if  he  chooses,  and  is  able  to  maintain  his  position  in  the 
classes. 


MERITS  AND  DEMERITS. 

A  regular  account  is  kept  by  the  Faculty  against  each  student  as  to  merits 
and  demerits,  and  by  them  regular  reports  are  made  to  the  President. 

For  every  recitation  the  student  receives  from  1  to  8  according  to  his  effi- 
ciency; for  attendance  at  all  other  exercises  from  8  to  16  ;  and  for  composi- 
tion and  declamation  from  1  to  64. 

For  absence  from  the  roll-call,  from  recitation,  and  for  ordinary  violations 
of  any  and  all  regulation,  he  receives  8  demerits  each.  For  absence  or  failure 
in  composition  or  declamation,  he  receives  64  demerits. 

For  misdemeanors  of  a  higher  kind,  the  President  affixes  demerits  accord-^ 
ing  to  the  offence.     So  soon  as  any  student's  demerits  amount  to  300,  his 
parent  or  guardian  is  informed  thereof,  and  when  he  has  received  500  ho  is 
suspended. 

For  siocaring,  gambling,  or  drinking  any  intoxicating  liquors,  expulsion  is 
the-  penalty  for  the  first  offence. 

All  excused  absences  receive  uo  demerits,  but  subtract  from  the  grade  the 
merit  that  might  have  been  obtained.  Ninety  per  centum  of  the  highest  pos- 
sible number  in  any  class,  will  entitle  the  student  to  first  distinction ;  80  per 
centum,  second  distinction ;  70  per  centum,  third  distinction ;  and  less  than 
50  per  centum  will  be  a  cause  of  disapproval.

The  rooms  will  be  furnished  with  ordiuary  furniture,  and  the  student  will 
furnish  his  own  fuel,  which,  during  the  winter  Term,  will  cost  him  about  $2. 
The  student  may  find  the  furniture  for  his  room;  in  which  case  the  rent  will 
be  only  $3  per  Term.  There  are  besides  these  rooms,  four  regular  boarding- 
houses  at  the  College,  aud  a  number  of  private  boarding-houses,  both  at  the 
College  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Parents  and  guardians  may  select  board ;  or,  if  left  to  us,  we  will  execute 
their  instructions. 

As  the  arrangement  of  students  at  their  boarding-houses  is  of  great  im- 
portance, both  to  themselves  and  the  College,  none  under  age  will  be  allowed 
to  change  during  the  Term,  without  the  express  permission  of  parent,  guar- 
dian, or  the  President  of  the  College. 

To  defray  the  expenses  of  sweeping,  fire-making,  bell-ringing,  &c,  each 
student  will  pay  $1  at  the  first*  of  each  Term.  Society  expenses,  including 
a  Commencement  fee  of  $2.50,  are  about  $5  per  annum.  All  damages  to 
College  or  premises,  will  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  clamager ;  and 
each  class  must  leave  its  room  in  as  good  coudition  as  when  received. 

These  are  absolutely  every  item  of  expense,  general  and  incidental  ■  and 
$125,  if  sent  to  the  President,  will  be  acknowledged  by  a  receipt  in  full  for 
three  terms,  or  one  year,  whilst  the  expense  may  be  as  low  as  $90. 

Clothing  can  be  provided  at  the  Institution ;  but  will  be  better  furnished 
from  home — plain  and  cheap. 

If  provisions  should  return  to  their  usual  prices,  expenses  will  be  greatly 
diminished. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  pay  from  the  time  of  entering  to  the 
end  of  the  term.  No  deduction  is  made  for  those  who  stay  away  a  week  or 
two  after  Term  commences,  and  then  join  the  regular  classes ;  nor  is  allow- 
ance made  in  any  case  after  entering,  except  for  protracted  sickness. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  remain  here  unless  they  pursue  a  reasonable 
number  of  studies,  and  attend  promptly  to  the  ordinary  College  regulations ; 
nor  are  they  permitted  to  indulge  in  habits  contrary  to  morality,  good  order, 
and  genteel  deportment.  The  Faculty  are  determined  that  the  College  shall 
not  be  corrupted  by  idle  or  vicious  members.  Parents  are  invited  to  visit 
their  sons  at  their  rooms,  recitations,  and  studies,  and  inspect  their  progress, 
manners,  and  accommodations.  The  friends  of  the  students  are  earnestlyfcad- 
vised  that  much  pocket-money  is  unnecessary,  and  that  extravagance  in  this 
respect  is  injurious  to  all  parties. 
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SOCIETIES,  LIBRARIES,  &C. 

The  Literary  Societies  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  afford  every  means 
for  this  species  of  improvement.  Their  Libraries  are  increasing  rapidly,  and 
will  soon  contain  a  complete  variety  of  works  of  Biography,  History,  Philo- 
sophy, Poetry,  and  Ancient  and  Modern  Literature  in  general.

A  supply  of  Boohs  is  kept  at  College  for  the  accommodation  of  students; 
hut,  in  order  that  persons  wishing  to  supply  themselves  elsewhere,  may  know 
what  books  to  select,  the  following  partial  list  is  subjoined  :

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  Collegiate  year  is  divided  into  three  Terms  ;  the  first  begins  on  Wed- 
nesday seven  weeks  after  Commencement,  and  continues  fourteen  weeks  ;  the 
second  begins  on  the  first  Monday  in  January;  and  the  third  begins  fifteen 
weeks  thereafter.  Each  Term  continues  fourteen  weeks.  At  the  end  of  the 
first,  two  weeks  are  allowed  for  Christmas  holydays,  and  one  week  is  given  at 
the  end  of  the  second  Term. 

Ail  bills  for  Board,  Tuition,  and  Books  must  be  paid  at  the  cud  of  each 
Term.

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ADMISSION  INTO  GOLLEGE. 

Students  of  any  age  will  be  received,  and  placed  in  such,  de- 
partment and  studies  as  their  acquirements  may  justify.  We 
have  a  Preparatory  School  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
College  Faculty;  in  this  department  suitable  instruction  is  given 
for  joining  this  or  any  other  College  ;  these  pupils  study  iu  the 
College  buildings,  havo  good  rooms,  chairs,  desks  and  such  oth- 
er arrangements  as  are  necessary  for  pleasant  and  profitable  stu- 
dy. We  endeavor  to  combine  the  careful  oversight,  attention 
and  sympathy  of  home-instruction,  with  the  strictness  and  inci- 
ting influence  of  a  public  Institution.  Those,  however,  who 
have  boys  that  are  idle  and  ungovernable  at  home,  must  not  sup- 
pose that  any  Institution  is  a  proper  place  to  remedy  such  a  neg- 
lect of  parental  discipline;  it  is  a  Avasts  of  time  and  money,  and 
productive  of  much  evil  otherwise,  to  send  boys  to  any  public 
School  or  College  for  the  purpose  of  moral  reformation;  from 
long  and  varied  experience,  we  strenuously  advise  against  such 
a  course.  Youths  addicted  to  profanity,  gambling,  intoxication 
and  other  such  immoralities,  should  never  be  sent  to  a  College  ; 
for  wherever  such  students  abound,  the  contagion  will  spread  in 
spite  of  all  laws  and  regulations,  and  very  few  will  have  moral 
firmness  sufficient  to  withstand  tho  influence.  Whatever  wild 
and  vicious  youth  goes  to  College,  enters  a  broad  road  to  ruin, 
and  where  many  such  are  congregated,  parents  mayjustty  trem- 
ble for  the  fate  of  the  very  best.  Parents  should  not  be  deceiv- 
ed in  this  matter.  Collegiate  fame  may  cause  the  dissolute  to 
enter  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  passport  into  good  Society, 
and  may  also  attract  the  worthy  for  the  sake  of  distinction  and 
respectability,  but  such  a  union  is  dangerous,  as  nothing  can 
atone  for  a  want  of  moral  oharaoter.  For  these  reasons  we  shall 
absolutely  refuse  to  receive  any  but  those  of  good  moral  charac- 
ter. We  respectfully  solicit  the  patronage  of  those  who  have  mor- 
al and  orderly  sons  or  wards;  we  promise  them  the  usual  litera- 
ry advantages,  proper  facilities  for  moral  and  religious  improve- 
ment, and  intercourse  with  such  society  as  will  bo  agreeable 
and  profitable. 
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PREPARATORY  STUDIES. 

Applicants  for  admission  into  the  Freshman  Class,  must  stand 
an  approved  examination  upon  Oral  and  "Written  Arithmetic-,  the 
Grammars  of  the  English,  Latin  and  Greek  Languages,  Latin 
Header,  Cresar  and  two  Books  of  Ovid,  Greek  Reader  and  Geog- 
raphy. Thorough  preparation  on  the  above,  "will  be  much  more 
acceptable,  and  will  insure  higher  standing,  than  further  ad- 
vancement in  some  studies  while  these  are  neglected.

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RECITATIONS  AND  OTHER  EXERCISES. 

T7ie  Freshman  Class  has  five  recitations  a  week  in  Lat- 
in, five  in  Greek,  and  five  in  Algebra,  throughout  the 
year;  four  a  week  during  the  first  term  iu  English  Liter- 
ature ;  and  four  a  week  during  the  second  and  third 
terms  in  Geometry;  one  each  week  during  the  second 
term  in  Book  Keeping,  and  during  the  third  term  the 
same,  in  History.  One  Composition  each  week  through- 
out the  year,  one  Lecture  and  one  Composition  each  week 
during  the  second  term,  and  six  times  during  the  year. 

The  Sophomore  Glass  has  four  recitations  each  week  in 
Latin,  five  in  Greek  and  five  in  Mathematics  during  the 
whole  year ;  three  each  week  during  the  first  term,  in 
Natural  Science,  and  during  the  second  and  third  terms, 
three  a  week  in  English  Literature  ;  ten  Lectures  during 
the  second  term,  and  sixteen  during  the  third  ;  one  Com- 
position each  week  j  Declamation  four  times  and  two  orig- 
inal speeches,  during  the  year. 

The  Junior  Class  has  in  each  week  during  the  first 
term,  five  recitations  in  Latin,  four  in  Greek,  four  in 
Mathematics,  three  in  Rhetoric,  and  one  Composition  each 
week  during  the  second  term,  three  in.  Latin,  two  in 
Greek,  five  in  Mathematics,  three  in  Logic,  two  in  Ura- 
nography,  three  in  French,  and  one  Lecture.  Duriug 
each  week  of  the  third  term,  two  in  Latin,  three  in  Greek, 
four  in  Mathematics,  three  in  Natural  Science,  two  in 
English  Literature,  three  in  French,  and  two  Lectures. 
Composition  every  two  weeks,  Declamation  three  times 
and  two  original  speeches  during  the  year. 

The  Senior  Class  has  in. each  week  of  the  first  term, 
three  recitations  in  Latin,  two  in  Greek,  four  in  Mathe- 
matics, four  in  Mental  Science,  three  in  French,  two  in 
Geology  and  Mineralogy;  two  Theses,  one  original  speech 
■and  seventy-four  Lectures  during  the  term.  Weekly  dur- 
ing the  2ud  term,  two  recitations  each  in  Latin  and  Greek, 
4 in  Mathematics,  5  in  Political  Economy,  &  2  in  French, 
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4  These3,  1  Speech,  and  52  Lectures  during  the  term. 
.Weekly  during  the  third  term,  Latin  and  Greek  two  reci- 
tations, four  on  Moral  Science,  3  in  Mathematics,  two  on 
the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  three  Essays,  and  65  Lec- 
tures, during  the  term. 

ENGLISH  COURSE. 

This  embraces  all  the  studies  of  the  R-egulav  Course 
except  Latin  and  Greek,  and  those  who  complete  it  will 
receive  au  English  Diploma,  with  the  Degree  specified. 
StudentB  in  this  course  enjoy  the  same  College  privileges 
as  others,  and  recite  with  the  regular  classes.  For  such 
as  desire  a  complete  English  education  without  the  class- 
ics, we  have  every  reasonable  facility;  we  think  it  very- 
desirable  to  take  the  full  course,  but  when  this  caunot  be 
done,  or  is  not  prefered,  wegivesuch  instruction  and  hon- 
ors aB  other  Institutions,  that  have  adopted  the  English 
course  of  study. 

PARTIAL  COURSE. 

As  very  rrany  young  men  wish  to  spend  one  or  more 
sessions  at  some  institution  of  high  grade,  they  are  invi- 
•  ted  to  examine  our  accommodations  and  advantages. 
Such  will  be  cordially  received,  and  all  reasonable  efforts 
will  be  made  to  render  their  stay  here  both  pleasant  and 
profitable. 

PLACE  AND  MODE  OE  STUD'S. 

College  duties  commence  at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  continue  till  12;  and  from  half  past  1  till  5  in  the 
afternoon  in  the  summer,  and  from  1  till  4  in  the  winter. 

During  these  hours  all  students  stay  in  the  College 
buildings,  or  in  rooms  upon  the  College  grounds,  each 
class  in  a  separate  room  or  roomB,  each  student  having  a 
good  chair  and  desk  to  hiinBelf,  and  all  required  to  be 
perfectly  sileut  and  attentive  to  their  studies.  We  think 
this  arrangement  much  better  than  allowing  students  to 
remain  in  their  private  rooms,  at  a  distance  from  the  Col- 
lege, during  school  hourB. 
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At  candle-lighting  the  bell  rings  for  study,  and  each 
student  is  required  to  be  in  his  room  on  the  College 
grounds,  or  at  Lis  boarding-house,  for  the  remainder  of 
the  evening.  By  this  arrangement  our  students  attend 
promptly  to  their  duties,  and  avoid  disorderly  conduct 
generally. 

MERITS  AND  DEMERITS, 

A  regular  account  is  kept  by  the  Faculty  against  each 
student  as  to  merits  and  demerits,  and  by  them  regular 
reports  are  made  to  the  President. 

For  every  recitatiou  the  student  receives  from  1  to  8 
according  to  his  efficiency  ;  for  attendance  at  all  other  ex- 
ercises from  8  to  16 ;  and  for  composition  and  declama- 
tion from  1  to  64. 

For  absence  from  the  roll-call,  from  recitation,  and  for 
ordinary  violations  of  any  and  all  regulations  he  receives 
8  demerits  each.  For  absence  or  failure  in  composition 
or  declamation,  he  receives  64  demerits. 

For  misdemeauors  of  a  higher  kind,  the  President  af- 
fixes demerits  according  to  the  offence.  So  soon  as  any 
student's  demerits  amount  to  300,  his  parent  or  guardian 
is  informed  thereof,  and  wheu  he  has  received  500  he  is 
suspended. 

For  swearing,  gambling,  or  drinking  any  intoxicating 
liquors,  expulsion  is  the  penalty  for  the  first  offence. 

All  excused  absences  receive  no  demerits,  but  subtract 
from  the  grade  the.  merit  that  might  have  been  obtained. 
Ninety  per  centum  of  the  highest  possible  number  in  any 
class,  will  eutitle  the  student  to  Erst  distinction;  80  per 
centum,  second  distinction  ;  70  per  centum,  third  dis- 
tinction ;  and  less  than  50  per  centum  will  be  a  or.  use  of 
disapproval ;  95  per  ceutum  is  necessary  ior  Lrst  distinc- 
tion in  the  Senior  class. 

APPARATUS. 

"We  have  a  very  fine  and  extensive  Apparatus,  made 
by  Chamberlain  &  Ritchie  of  Bwtoii,  together  with  an 
ample  collection  of   minerals  and   Geological   specimens. 
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We  will  also  thank  any  person  to  collect  specimens  for  us, 
and  "will  pay  him  a  reasonable  price.

Boarding  arrangements  comprise  a  number  of  rooms  on 
the  College  grounds,  boarding  houses  and  private  fami- 
lies. Persons  may  select  board  for  themselves,  or  if  de- 
sired the  President  will  attend  to  it  for  them.  We  in- 
tend as  early  as  possible,  to  erect  on  the  College  premises 
proper  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  students,  aDd  always  to  keep  boarding  expenses  at 
the  very  lowest  reasonable  rate. 

To  defray  the  expenses  of  sweeping,  fire-making,  bell- 
rincing,  &c.;  each  student  will  pay  $1  at  the  first  of  each 
Term. 

On  first  entering  College,  each  student  will  pay  $>5  as 
a  deposit  fee,  and  thereafter  $2.50  annually  •  this  sum 
pays  the  fee  for  admission  into  the  Societies,  and  the  ne- 
cessary Commencement  expenses.  These  are  absolutely 
•all  the  items  of  necessary  expense,  general  and  incidental, 
and  $125  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Presideut  will  pay 
all  expenses,  exclusive  of  clothing  and  books,  the  expen- 
ses may  be,  however,  less  than  $100 

Clothing  can  be  provided  at  the  Institution,  but  should 
be  furnished  from  home — plain  and  cheap. 

All  moneys,  drafts,  &c,  should  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  President,  who  attends  to  the  payment  of  board, 
pays  over  to  the  students  such  pocket  money  as  parents 
or  guardians  may  direct,  and  renders  afull  account  at  the 
end  of  the  Fall  term,  and  at  Commencement. 

Parents  and  guardians  in  allowing  pocket  money,  may 
remember  that  at  this  College,  it  is  a  mere  indulgence 
and  not  at  all  necessary. 
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Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  pay  from  the  time 
of  entering  to  January  or  Commencement;  no  allowance 
however,  is  made  for  those  who  stay  away  some  time;  and 
theu  join  the  regular  classes. 

EXAMINATION  FOR  ADMISSION. 

The  regular  times  for  examining  applicants  are  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday  preceding  Commencement  day,  and 
Monday  and  Tuesday  preceding  thecommencementof  the 
Fall  term.  Candidates  will  he  received  into  any  class  up 
to  the  third  term  of  the  Senior,  hy  standing  an  approved 
examination  upon  the  previous  studies  of  the  class;  and 
students  will  he  received  at  any  time  during  the  year, 
but  the  times  above  specified  or  the  commencement  of  a 
term,  are  preferable. 

DEGREES. 

Before  any  student  can  graduate,  he  must  complete  the 
whole  course  of  study,  and  must,  during  the  last  term  of 
bis  Senior  year,  stand  approved  examinations  upou  every 
study  in  the  Collegiate  course;  none  will  receive  Diplo- 
mas but  those  who  are  realty  good  scholars,  and  possess  a 
good  moral  character.  The  Degree  of  A.M.  may  be  con- 
ferred upon  all  regular  graduates  of  three  years  standing, 
but  will  not  follow  as  a  matter  of  course ;  this  Degree  will 
be  confercd  upon  none  but  such  as  sustain  a  fair  Literary 
character,  and  exhibit  moral  and  useful  lives.  The  usu- 
al Honorary  Degrees  are  confered  vipon  such  persons  as 
the  Trustees  may  deem  worthy. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 
There   arc  two  Literary  Societies,  with  well  furnished 
balls,  goed  libraries,  and  all   the   usual  facilities  for  im- 
provement of  this  kind.

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ADMISSION  INTO  COLLEGE. 


Students  of  any  age  will  be  received,  and  placed  in 
such  department  and  studies  as  their  acquirements  may 
justify.  We  have  a  Preparatory  School  directly  under 
the  supervision  of  the  College  Faculty ;  in  this  depart- 
ment suitable  instruction  is  given  for  joining  this  or  any 
other  College ;  these  pupils  study  in  the  College  buil- 
dings, have  good  rooms,  chairs,  desks  and  such  other  ar- 
rangements as  are  necessary  for  pleasant  and  profitable 
study.  We  endeavor  to  combine  the  careful  oversight, 
attention  and  sympathy  of  home-instruction,  with  the 
strictness  and  inciting  influence  of  a  public  Institution. 
Those,  however,  who  have  boys  that  are  idle  and  ungov- 
ernable at  home,  must  not  suppose  that  any  Institution 
is  a  proper  place  to  remedy  such  a  neglect  of  parental 
discipline  ;  it  is  a  waste  of  time  and  money,  and  produc- 
tive of  much  evil  otherwise,  to  send  boys  to  any  public 
School  or  College  for  the  purpose  of  moral  reformation ; 
from  long  and  varied  experience,  we  strenuously  advise 
against  such  a  course.  Youths  addicted  to  profanity, 
gambling,  intoxication  and  other  such  immoralities, 
should  never  be  sent  to  a  College  ;  for  wherever  such 
students  abound,  the  contagion  will  spread  in  spite  of 
all  laws  and  regulations,  and  very  few  will  have  moral 
firmness  sufficient  to  withstand  the  influence.  Whatever 
wild  and  vicious  youth  goes  to  College,  enters  a  broad 
road  to  ruin,  and  where  many  such  are  congrega- 
ted, parents  may  justly  tremble  for  the  fate  of  the  very 
best.  Parents  should  not  be  deceived  in  this  matter. 
Collegiate  fame  may  cause  the  dissolute  to  enter  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  a  passport  into  good  society,  and 
may  also  attract  the  worthy  for  the  sake  of  distinction 
and  respectability,  but  such  a  union  is  dangerous,  as 
nothing  can  atone  for  a  want  of  moral   character.     For 
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these  reasons  we  shall  absolutely  refuse  to  receive  any 
but  those  of  good  moral  character.  We  respectfully 
solicit  the  patronage  of  those  Avho  have  moral  and  orderly- 
sons  or  wards ;  we  promise  them  the  usual  literary  ad- 
vantages, proper  facilites  for  moral  and  religious  im- 
provement, and  intercourse  with  such  society  as  will  he 
agreeable  and  profitable.

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LECTURES. 
Several  extensive  and  important  series  of  Lectures  are 
delivered  to  the  different  classes ;  some  are  in  connection 
with  text  books,  apparatus,  minerals,  charts  and  other 
means  of  illustration  ;  others  give  more  ample  informa- 
tion and  extend  the  range  of  thought  far  beyond  such 
hooks  as  are  usually  placed  in  the  hands  of  Students. 
These  lectures  have  been  procured  with  much  labor  and 
expense,  and  are  designed  with  the  study  required,  to 
effect  as  complete  mental  discipline  and  developemont,  as 
the  age,  at  which  young  men  generally  graduate,  will 
possibly  permit. 

APPARATUS,  MUSEUM,  &c. 

We  have  a  very  excellent  Apparatus,  made  by  Cham- 
berlain &  Ritchie,  of  Boston ;  we  are  well  prepared  to 
give  as  ample  instruction  and  illustration  in  the  Natural 
Sciences  and  their  applications,  as  Colleges  are  generally, 
or  as  any  person  could  reasonably  desire. 

A  very  considerable  Museum  and  Cabinet  of  minerals 
have  been  collected,  embracing  many  rare  and  valuable 
Specimens  ;  but  Ave  regard  our  acquisitions  thus  far,  as 
a  mere  beginning.    All  this  country  is  immensely  rich  in 
such  materials,  and  by  proper  exertions  a  cabinet  could 
speedily  be  collected,  that  would  equal  the  very  best  in 
the  world.     It  is  hoped  thaD  the  friends  of  the  College, 
both    Ministers    and    Laimen,    will  collect  a  quantity 
in    every    community.       Gather    a    sample    of  every 
kind;     do    not    suppose    that    any    thing  is  too  com- 
mon.    Wo  will  pay  all  expense  of  transportation.     Many 
foreign  minerals  will  be  necessary  to  complete  our  col- 
lection, and  these  can  readily  be  obtained  so  soon  as  we 
can   offer  good  specimens  in  exchange.     We  specially 
want  a  large  collection  of  fossils  from  the  eastern  coun- 
ties ;  these  would  be  of  great  value  to  the  Institution. 
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ENGLISH  COURSE. 
This  embraces  all  the  studies  of  the  Regular  Course 
except  Latin  and  Greek,  and  those  "who  complete  it  will 
receive  an  English  Diploma,  -with  the  Dregree  specified. 
Students  in  this  course  enjoy  the  same  College  privileges 
as  others,  and  recite  with  the  regular  classes..  For  such 
as  desire  a  complete  English  education  without  the  class- 
ics, we  have  every  reasonable  facility ;  we  think  it  very 
desirable  to  take  the  full  course,  but  when  this  cannot  be 
done,  or  is  not  preferred,  we  give  such  instruction  and 
honors  as  other  Institutions,  that  have  adopted  the  Eng- 
lish course  of  study. 

PARTIAL  COURSE. 
As  very  many  young  men  wish  to  spend  one  or  more 
sessions  at  some  institution  of  high  grade,  they  are  invit- 
ed to  examine  our  accommodations  and  advantages. 
Such  will  be  cordialty  received,  and  all  reasonable  efforts 
will  be  made  to  render  their  stay  here  both  pleasant  and 
profitable. 

EXAMINATION  FOR  ADMISSION. 
The  regular  times  for  examining  applicants  are  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday  preceeding  Commencement  day,  and 
Monday  and  Tuesday  preceeding  the  commencement  of 
the  Fall  term.  Candidates  will  be  received  into  any  class 
up  to  the  third  term  of  the  Senior,  by  standing  an  approv- 
ed examination  upon  the  previous  studies  of  the  class ; 
and  students  will  be  received  at  any  time  during  the  year,, 
but  the  times  above  specified,  or  the  commencement  of  a 
term,  are  preferable. 

DEGREES. 

Before  any  student  can   graduate,  he  must  complete 

the  whole  course  of  study,  and  must,  during  the  last  term 

of  his  Senior  year,  stand  approved  examinations  upon 

every  Btudy  in  the  Collegiate  course ;  none  will  receive 
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Diplomas  but  those  who  arc  really  good  scholars,  and 
possess  a  good  moral  character.  The  Degree  of  A.M. 
may  be  conferred  upon  all  regular  graduates  of  three 
years  standing,  but  will  not  follow  as  a  matter  of  course; 
this  Degree  will  be  confered  upon  none  but  such  as  sus- 
tain a  fair  Literary  character,  and  exhibit  moral  and 
useful  lives.  The  usual  Honorary  Degrees  are  confered 
upon  such  persons  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  worthy. 

REPORTS,  MERITS,  DEMERITS,  &c. 
Full  reports  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  six 
times  during  the  year  ;  a  strict  account  of  merits  and  de- 
merits is  kept  with  each  .Student,  for  all  his  recitations 
and  College  duties  of  every  kind,  and  the  result  is  faith- 
fully marked  on  his  report.  To  understand  the  reports, 
it  must  be  observed  that  100  is  the  highest  number  that 
can  be  obtained  on  any  one  study;  first  distinction  re- 
quires an  average  of  95;  second  distinction  85,  &c.  Ev- 
ery Student  must  recite  three  times  daily,  and  if  his  av- 
erage grade  dees  not  exceed  50,  he  is  removed  to  an 
other  class  or  dismissed.  Our  patrons  may  be  assured 
that  the  reports  they  receive  are  the  truth,  that  they 
neither  disguise  nor  palliate. 

DISCIPLINE. 
We  have  laws  and  regulations  to  which  all  are  required 
to  yield  obedience,  but  we  do  not  think  that  Students 
should  be  left  to  themselves  and  the  letter  of  the  law. 
Wo  endeavor  by  all  proper  means,  personal,  public,  re- 
ligious and  social,  to  make  every  one  a  useful  man.  No 
parent  need  suppose  that,  his  son  ia  deprived  of  those 
warnings,  admonitions  and  affectionate  advice,  which  pa- 
rental love  so  carefully  administers  ;  we  continually  use 
the  whole  power  of  kindness  and  sympathy,  and  by  this 
means  win  many  youths  to  excellence.  But  so  soon  as 
we  are  convinced  that  a  Student  will  not  do  respectable 
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service,  or  will  he  deteriorated  by  remaining,    we  cause 
him  to  be  taken  home. 

EXPENSES. 
When  our  prices  are  compared  with  other  Institutions, 
it  should  be  remembered  that  we  enter  every  item;  that 
this  Catalogue  includes  in  the  term  ''Board"  not  only 
eating,  but  furnished  rooms,  fuel,  washing  and  every 
thing  necessary,  except  candles.  No  more  is  necessary 
than  the  sums  stated  below,  and  if  all  monies  are  de- 
posited with  the  President,  (as  should  be  done  in  every 
case)  patrons  will  find  their  expenses  within  the  limits 
stated.  Pocket  money  at  this  College,  means  nothing 
but  money  to  be  spent  for  things  having  no  reference  to 
College  matters  in  any  way — but  for  things  neither 
necessary  nor  useful.

Regular  Preparatory  per  annum, $36

Or  $52.50  to  $63.50  per  session  of  5  months. 

To  defray  the  expenses  of  sweeping,  fire-making,  bell-ring- 
ing and  servant  expenses  generally,  each  Student  pays  $1  at 
the  first  of  each  term.  At  the  time  of  first  entering,  each 
Student  pays  $5  for  Society  and  Commencement  expenses, 
and  $2.50  each  year  thereafter.  In  most  cases,  fifty  cents  per 
month  can  be  saved  by  paying  in  advance.  All  damages  to 
buildings,  furniture  or  other  property,  will  be  repaired  at  the 
expense  of  the  damager. 

TERMS  AND  VACATION. 
The  Collegiate  year  is  embraced  in  one  session  of  ten 
months,  with  a  holyday  of  two  weeks  at  Christmas. 
Students  can  enter  at  any  -time,  and  pay  from  the  time 
of  entering  to  Christmas  or  Commencement.  The  year 
is  divided  into  three  terms  of  14  weeks  each,  but  this 
arrangement  has  reference  only  to  grades  and  classifica- 
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tion.  All  bills  not  paid  in  advance,  must  be  settled  at 
Christmas,  or  Commencement. 

The  Session  will  henceforth  begin  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  September,  and  Commencement  will  be  on  the 
fourth  Thursday  in  June. 

Students  from  the  low  country  or  from  a  great  distance, 
can  remain  cheaply  and  pleasantly  during  vacation;  this 
hill  country  abounds  in  all  that  is  healthful,  beautiful 
and  pleasant ;  and  the  great  mountain  range  of  Western 
Carolina,  mineral  springs,  grand  scenery  and  scientific 
interest,  is  distant  only  a  few  hour's  travel. 

Next  session  will  begin  on  the  second  Wednesday  in 
September. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 
There  are  two  Societies,  Columbian  and  Hesperian, 
with  well  furnished  halls,  valuable  libraries,  and  all  the 
usual  facilities  for  improvement  of  this  kind.  These  So- 
cieties have  been  distinguished  from  their  origin,  for 
their  strict  adherance  to  parliamentary  rule,  their  sup- 
port of  College  law,  their  high  tone  of  character,  and 
their  eminent  literary  merit.  They  are  zealously  collec- 
ting chronicles,  traditions  and  relics  both  of  Revolution- 
ary and  Indian  character,  and  deserve  the  co-operation 
of  all  who  desire  to  see  such  mementoes  of  the  past  pre- 
served and  transmitted.

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ADMISSION  INTO  COLLEGE. 


Students  of  any   age   will   be  received,  and  placed  in   svicli 
department  and   studies  as  their  acquirements  may  justify.     We 
have  a  Preparatory  School,  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
College  Faculty.     In  this  department,  suitable  instruction  is  given 
for  joining  this  or  any  other  College.     These  pupils  study  in  the 
College  buildings,  have  good  rooms,  chairs,  desks,  and  such  other 
arrangements  as  are  necessary  for  pleasant  and  profitable  study. 
We  endeavor  to  combine  the  careful  oversight,  attention,  and  sym- 
pathy of  home  instruction,  with  the  strictness  and  inciting  influ- 
ence of  a  public  institution.     Those,  however,  who  have  boys  that^ 
are  idle   and  ungovernable  at  home,  must  not  suppose  that  any 
institution  is  a  proper  place  to  remedy  such  a  neglect  of  parental 
discipline  ;    it  is  a  waste  of  time  and   money,  and  productive  of 
much  evil  otherwise,  to  send  boys  to  any  public  school  or  college, 
for  the  purpose  of  moral  reformation  ;  from  long  and  varied  expe- 
rience, we    strenuously    advise    against   such    a   course.      Youths 
addicted  to  profanity,  gambling,  intoxication,  and  other  such  im- 
moralities, should  never  be  sent  to  a  College  ;  for  wherever  such 
students  abound,  the  contagion  will  spread,  in  spite  of  all  laws  and 
regulations,  and   very  few  will   have  moral  firmness  sufficient  to 
withstand  the  influence.     Whatever  wild  and  vicious  youth  goes  to

College,  enters  a  broad  road  to  ruin  ;  and  where  many  such  are 
congregated,  parents  may  tremble  for  the  fate  of  the  very  best. 
Parents  should  not  be  deceived  in  this  matter.  Collegiate  fame 
may  cause  the  dissolute  to  enter  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a 
passport  into  good  society  ;  and  may  also  attract  the  worthy  for  the 
sake  of  distinction  and  respectability  ;  but  such  a  union  is  danger- 
ous, as  nothing  can  atone  for  a  want  of  moral  character.  For  tbese 
reasons,  we  shall  absolutely  refuse  to  receive  any  but  those  of  good 
moral  character.  We  respectfully  solicit  the  patronage  of  those 
who  have  moral  and  orderly  sous  or  wards  ;  we  promise  them  the 
usual  literary  advantages,  proper  facilities  for  moral  and  religious 
improvement,  and  intercourse  with  such  society  as  will  be  agreeable 
and  profitable.

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Several  extensive  find  important  series  of  Lectures  are  delivered 
to  the  different  classes;  some  are  in  connection  with  textbooks, 
apparatus,  minerals,  charts,  and  other  means  of  illustration  ;  others 
give  more  ample  information,  and  extend  the  range  of  thought  tar 
beyond  such  books  as  arc  usually  placed  in  the  hands  of  Students. 
These  Lectures  have  been  procured  with  much  labor  and  expense, 
and  are  designed,  with  the  study  required,  to  effect  as  complete 
mental  discipline  and  development,  as  the  age  at  which  young  men 
generally  graduate,  will  possibly  permit. 

We  have  a  very  excellent  Apparatus,  made  by  Chamberlain  & 
Ritchie,  of  Boston  ;  we  are  well  prepared  to  give  as  ample  instruc- 
tion and  illustration  in  the  Natural  Sciences  and  their  applications, 
as  Colleges  are  generally,  or  as  any  person  could  reasonably  desire. 

A  very  considerable  Museum  and  Cabinet  of  Minerals  have 
been  collected,  embracing  many  rare  and  valuable  specimens  ;  but 
we  regard  our  acquisitions  thus  far,  as  a  mere  beginning.  All  this 
country  is  immensely  rich  in  such  materials,  and  by  proper  exer- 
tions, a  Cabinet  could  speedily  be  collected,  that  would  equal  the 
very  best  in  the  world.  It  is  hoped  that  the  friends  of  the  College, 
both  Ministers  and  Laymen,  will  collect  a  quantity  in  every  com- 
munity. Gather  a  sample  of  every  kind  ;  do  not  suppose  that  any 
thing  is  too  common.  We  will  pay  all  expense  of  transportation. 
Many  foreign  minerals  will  be  necessary  to  complete  our  collection, 
and  these  can  readily  be  obtained  so  soon  as  we  can  offer  good 
specimens  in  exchange.  We  specially  want  a  large  collection  of 
fossils  from  the  eastern  counties  ;  these  would  be  of  great  value  to 
the  Institution.

The  regular  times  for  examining  applicants  are  Monday  and 
Tuesday  preceding  Commencement  day,  and  Mouday  and  Tuesday 
preceding  the  commencement  of  the  Fall  Term.  Candidates  will 
be  received  into  any  Class  up  to  the.  Third  Term  of  the  Senior,  by 
standing  an  approved  examination  upon  the  previous  studies  of  the 
Class  ;  and  students  will  be  received  at  any  time  during  the  year, 
but  the  times  above  specified,  or  the  commencement  of  a  Term,  are 
preferable. 

Before  any  Student  can  Graduate,  he  must  complete  the  whole 
course  of  study,  and  must,  during  the  last  Term  of  his  Senior  year, 
stand  approved  examinations  upon  eveiy  study  in  the  Collegiate 
course  ;  none  will  receive  Diplomas  but  those  who  are  really  good 
scholars,  and  possess  a  good  moral  character.  The  Degree  of  A.  M. 
may  be  conferred  upon  all  regular  graduates  of  three  years'  stand- 
ing, but  will  not  follow  as  a  matter  of  course  ;  this  Degree  will  be      |t| 
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conferred  upon  none  but  such  as  sustain  a  fair  literary  character, 
and  exhibit  moral  and  useful  lives.  The  usual  Honorary  Degrees 
are  conferred  upon  such  persons  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  worthy.

Full  reports  are  sent  to  Parents  and  Guardians  six  times  during 
the  year ;  a  strict  account  of  Merits  and  Demerits  is  kept  with  each 
Student,  for  all  his  Excitations  and  College  duties  of  every  kind  ; 
and  the  result  is  faithfully  marked  on  his  Report.  To  understand 
the  Reports,  it  must  be  observed  that  100  is  the  highest  number 
that  can  be  obtained  on  any  one  study ;  first  distinction  requires 
an  average  of  95,  second  distinction  85,  etc.  Every  Student  must 
recite  three  times  daily,  and  if  his  average  grade  does  not  exceed 
50,  he  is  removed  to  another  class  or  dismissed.  Our  patrons  may 
be  assured  that  the  reports  they  receive  are  the  truth, — that  they 
neither  disguise  nor  palliate. 


We  have  laws  and  regulations  to  which  all  are  required  to 
yield  obedience,  but  we  do  not  think  that  Students  should  be  left 
to  themselves  aud  the  letter  of  the  law.  We  endeavor,  by  all  pro- 
per means,  personal,  public,  religious  and  social,  to  make  every  one 
a  useful  man.  No  parent  need  suppose  that  his  son  is  deprived  of 
those  warnings,  admonitions,  and  affectionate  advice,  which  pa- 
rental love  so  carefully  administers ;  we  continually  use  the  whole 
power  of  kinduess  and  sympathy,  and  by  this  means  win  many 
youths  to  excellence.  But  so  soon  as  we  arc  convinced  that  a 
Student  ivill  not  do  respectable  service,  or  will  be  deteriorated  by 
remaining,  we  cause  him  to  be  taken  home.

In  our  reports,  we   endeavor  to   give  a  true   account   of  each 
Student;  we  wish  to  portray  the  character  and  ability  of  each,  as      %'Z 
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we  find  tkeru  exemplified  in  College  life.  The  result  is  sometimes 
so  far  from  the  desires  and  expectations  of  parents,  that  they  hast- 
ily conclude  we  do  not  decide  fairly,  that  the  advantages  and  asso- 
ciations here  must  be  inferior,  or  that  the  surroundings  are  very 
pernicious  in  some  way.  We  think  parents  ought  to  know  the 
truth  and  the  whole  truth,  and  that  our  reports  are  entitled  to  be 
considered  honest  and  fair  ;  for  certainly  we  can  have  no  interest  in 
representing  a  youth  worse  than  he  is.  All  ought  to  remember 
that  many  young  men  are  much  worse  than  their  parents  suppose; 
they  are  frequently  addicted  to  habits  that  have  been  carefully  con- 
cealed ;  sometimes  the  real  dispositions,  repressed  by  parental 
authority,  never  show  themselves  till  the  restraints  of  home  are 
removed ;  most  commonly  College  discipline  and  duty  call  out 
tendencies  and  character  in  their  true  colors,  such  perhaps  as  the 
parent  had  never  discerned  ;  and  in  many  cases,  youths  have  far 
less  ability  and  acquirement  than  parental  love  has  fondly  ima- 
o-ined.  We  take  it  for  granted,  that  every  parent  wishes  bis  son  to  be 
a  man  in  the  true  sense;  and  to  foster  such  a  development  correctly 
we  must  observe  both  mind  and  heart,  in  all  their  capacities,  ten- 
dencies, and  acquirements.  To  the  best  of  our  ability,  we  note 
and  describe  these,  and  then  seek  parental  co-operation  in  obtaining 
the  best  results.  A  young  man  may  be  very  orderly  aud  discreet 
in  social  life,  and  at  the  same  time  possess  certain  characteristics 
that  will  prevent  scholarship  ;  one  may  be  a  "gentleman"  accord- 
ing to  society's  requisition,  and  yet  be  incapable  of  literary  culture, 
without  reversing  or  repressing  many  distinguishing  traits.  In  all 
cases,  we  seek  to  accomplish  the  most  good.  We  should  be  greatly 
aided  by  knowing  as  accurately  as  possible  the  real  character  at 
first ;  and  we  hope  parents  aird  guardians  will  write  freely  and  unre- 
servedly on  tbis  point.  If  there  are  any  bad  habits  or  wrong  dis- 
positions, state  them  frankly  ;  it  will  be  better  for  all  parties.  All 
disguise  between  parent  and  teacher,  in  reference  to  the  pupil,  is 
uuwise  and  productive  of  evil. 
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The  term  "Board"  includes  furnished  rooms,  fuel,  washing,  and 
every  other  necessary  in  this  department,  except  lights.  The 
variation  in  price  depends  mainly  upon  the  amount  of  attention 
required.  The  average  price  during  the  past  year  has  heen  about 
$8  50  per  month.  We  find  it  impossible  to  establish  a  uniform 
price,  as  things  now  are  ;  so  soon  as  we  can  furnish  rooms  on  the 
College  grounds,  we  can  establish  regularity,  and  we  shall  then  be 
able  to  reduce  the  cost  of  board  very  considerably.

Board  alone  can  be  obtained  at  from  $6  to  $7  00  per  month  ; 
washing,  50  to  75  cents  per  month;  wood,  $1  50  per  cord. 

To  defray  the  expenses  of  sweeping,  fire-making,  bell-ringing, 
and  servants'  expenses  generally,  each  Student  pays  $3  00  per 
annum.  At  the  time  of  first  entering,  each  Student  pays  $5  00 
for  Society  and  Commencement  expeuses,  and  $2  50  each  year 
thereafter.  All  damages  to  buildings,  furniture  or  other  property, 
will  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  damager. 

All  monej's,  drafts,  etc.,  must  be  deposited  with  the  President  of 
the  College ;  and  all  payments,  of  every  description,  should  be 
made  through  him  :  this  will  be  decidedly  for  the  patron's  advan- 
tage, and  should  not  be  neglected.

The  collegiate  year  is  embraced  in  one  session,  commencing 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September  and  ending  on  the  last 
Thursday  of  June  (Commencement  day).  There  is  a  holy  clay  of 
about  two  weehs  at  Christmas.  Students  can  enter  at  any  time, 
and  pay  from  the  time  of  entering  to  Christmas  or  Commence- 
ment; at  which  times  all  bills  not  paid  in  advance  must  be  settled  : 
if  any  remain  unpaid,  interest  is  charged.  If  during  the  year 
parents  or  guardians  wish  their  sons  or  wards  to  visit  their  homes, 
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or  any  other  place  away  from  the  vicinity  of  the  College,  a  note 
should  be  sent  to  the  President  to  that  effect.  When  money  is 
deposited,  it  will  not  be  applied  to  anything  but  the  ordinary 
College  expenses,  without  special  instructions  from  the  parent  or 
guardian. 

Students  from  the  low  country,  or  from  a  great  distance,  can 
remain  cheaply  and  pleasantly  during  vacation.  This  hill-country 
is  unsurpassed  as  a  summer  retreat. 

There  arc  two  Societies,  Columbian  and  Hesperian,  with  well 
furnished  halls,  valuable  libraries,  and  all  the  usual  facilities  for 
improvement  of  this  kind.  These  Societies  have  been  distinguished 
from  their  origin,  for  their  strict  adherence  to  parliamentary  rule, 
their  support  of  College  law,  their  high  tone  of  character,  and  their 
eminent  literary  merit.  They  are  zealously  collecting  chronicles, 
traditions,  and  relics  both  of  Revolutionary  and  Indian  character ; 
and  deserve  the  co-operation  of  all  who  desire  to  see  such  memen- 
toes of  the  past  preserved  and  transmitted.

By  the  North  Carolina  Central  Railroad,  and  various  lines  of 
stages,  the  College  is  easily  approached  from  all  points.  From  the 
South  and  West  there  are  two  routes,  about  equal  in  time  and  ex- 
pense,— by  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  Charlotte,  N.  C. ;  or  by  Kingsville, 
S.  C,  Wilmington  and  Goldsboro,  N.  C.  The  College  is  located 
five  miles  from  the  N.  C.  Central  Railroad,  eighty-five  miles  west 
of  Raleigh.  Passengers  should  stop  at  Thomasville,  at  which  place 
they  will  find  the  College  hack  every  day  except  Sunday.

We  have  established  such  departments  of  instruction, 
and  such  requisitions  in  each  department,  as  are  thought 
to  be  best  adapted  in  this  age  and  in  this  country  to  the 
production  of  profound  scholars.  The  course  of  study  is 
as  extensive  as  can  possibly  be  accomplished  in  four 
years;  the  variety  amply  sufficient  to  develop  all  the 
mental  powers  and  insure  an  acquaintance  with  all  the 
great  fields  of  thought,  'and  the  teaching  will  be  done  by 
the  best  instructors  the  country  affords,  aided  by  all  ne- 
cessary apparatus  and  arrangements.  We  have  no  sec- 
ondary motive  or  purpose  to  serve — the  noblest  form  of 
literary  culture  is  and  must  be  our  object.  If  students 
are  badly  prepared  we  cannot  promise  to  make  them 
scholars  ;  if  they  must  necessarily  be  urged  through  in 
four  years,  we  can  do  it  as  well  perhaps  as  others,  but  we 
will  not  endorse  the  result.  We  are  aware  that  profound 
scholarship  is  not  acquired  by  assumption  or  "Act  of  Par- 
liament," but  by  accurate  study,  wholesome  discipline 
and  time  sufficient  for  mental  growth.  That  part  of  the 
public  that  supports  Trinity  asked  for  a  first  class  Col- 
lege,- they  shall  have  it.  But  in  order  that  the' end  de- 
sired may  be  reached,  we  must  have  boys  well  prepared, 
orderly,  studious,  and  a  sufficiency  of  time.

We  have  a  well  organized  Preparatory  School  directly 
under  tbe  supervision  of  the  College  Faculty,  hence  we 
receive  students  of  any  age  or  advancement,  and  place 
them  iu  tbe  College  or  Preparatory  in  such  classes  as 
their  acquirements  may  justify. 
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Applicants  for  admission  into  the  Freshman  Class  must 
stand  an  approved  examination  upon  Spelling,  Oral  and 
Written  Arithmetic,  the  Grammars  of  the  English,  Latin 
and  Greek  Languages,  Latin  Reader,  Gsesar,  two  Books 
of  Ovid,  Virgil's  Bucolics,  Grreek  Reader,  Algebra  to 
Equations  of  the  Second  Degree,  and  Modern  Geography. 
If,  in  preparing  for  Trinity,  hoys  afe  pressed  for  time  to 
accomplish  what  is  demanded,  we  earnestly  advise  them 
to  learn  well  what  they  do  go  over,  rather  than  imperfectly 
to  accomplish  the  whole  requisition.  There  is  tenfold 
greater  deficiency  generally  in  the  Grammars,  Arithmetic 
arid  Geography,  than  in  Caesar,  Virgil,  the  Readers  or

Several  extensive  and  important  series  of  Lectures  are 
delivered  to  the  different  classes  ;  some  are  in  connection 
with  text  books,  apparatus,  minerals,  charts,  and  other 
means  of  illustration  ;  others  give  more  ample  informa- 
tion, and  extend  the  range  of  thought  far  beyond  such 
books  as  are  usually  placed  in  the  hands  of  Students. — 
These  Lectures  have  been  procured  with  much  labor  and 
expense,  and  are  designed,  with  the  study  required,  to 
effect  as  complete  mental  discipline  and  development  as 
the  age  at  which  young  men  usually  graduate  Avill  pos- 
sibly permit. 
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We  have  a  very  considerable  Apparatus,  made  by 
Chamberlain  &,  Ritchie,  of  Boston,  but  this  is  to  be  large- 
ly increased  by  the  commencement  of  the  next  term. 
We  shall  then  be  as  well  prepared  to  give  ample  instruc- 
tion and  illustration  in  the  Natural  Sciences  and  their  ap- 
plications, as  Colleges  are  generall}',  or  as  any  person 
could  reasonably  desire. 

A  very  considerable  Museum  and  Cabinet  of  Minerals 
have  been  collected,  embracing  many  rare  and  valuable 
specimens,  but  we  regard  our  acquisitions  thus  far  as  a 
mere  beginning.  All  this  country  is  immensely  rich  in 
such  materials,  and  by  proper' exentions,  a  Cabinet  could 
speedily  he  collected  that  would  <  rual  the  very  be.it  in 
the  world.  It  is  hoped  that  the  friends  of  the  College,- 
both  Ministers  and  Laymen,  will  collect  a  quantity  in  ev- 
ery community.  Gather  a  sample  of  every  kind  ;  do  not 
suppose  that  anything  is  too  common.!  We  will  pay  all 
expense  of  transportation.  Many  foreign  minerals  will 
be  necessary  to  complete  our  collection,  and  these  can 
readily  be  obtained  so  soon  as  we  can  offer  good  speci- 
mens in  exchange.  We  specially  want  a  large  collection 
of  fossils  from  the  eastern  counties  ;  these  would  be  of 
great  value  to  the  Institution. 


|]arkii  Course. 

As  very  many  young  men  wish  to  spend  some  time  at 
some  Institution  of  high  grade,  without  taking  a  regular 
College  course,  we  have  so  arranged  our  departments  as 
to  afford  them  every  reasonable  accommodation.  Young 
gentlemen  can  enter  the  Institution,  prosecntt  such  studies 
as  they  or  their  friends  may  determine,  and  enjoy  all  the 
advantages  of  Libraries,  Societies,  Laboratory,  Lectures, 
&c.  The  expense  of  such  a  course  will  not  be  greater 
than  at  other  schools  where  such  things  are  tausrlit.

A.  M.  will 
not  be  conferred, as  a  matter  of  course,  upon  graduates  of 
three  years  standing..  It  will  be  bestowed  as  a  literary 
degree  upon  such  as  make  application,  and  after  full  in- 
vestigation are  deemed  worthy  to  receive  it,  and  as  an 
honorary  degree  upon  those  whose  superior  acquirements 
and  abilitjr  merit  such  distinction.  No  degree  of  any 
kind  will  be  conferred  upon  any  but  such  as  sustain  a 
good  moral  character.

Full  roporls  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  six  times 
ilurinjj  the  year;   a  strict  account  of  Merits  and  Demerits

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is  kept  with  each  Student,  for  all  his  Recitations  and  Col- 
lege duties  of  every  kind,  and  the  result  is  faithfully 
marked  on  his  Report.  To  understand  the  Reports,  it 
must  be  observed  that  100  is  the  highest  number  that  can 
be  obtained  on  any  one  study  ;  first  distinction  requires 
95,  second  distinction  85,  etc.  Every  Student  must  recite 
three  times  daily,  and  if  his  average  grade  does  not  exceed 
50,  he  is  removed  to  another  class  or  dismissed.  Our  pa- 
trons may  be  assured  that  the  reports  they  receive  are  the 
truth — that  they  neither  disguise  nor  palliate. 


gktiijlint. 

We  have  laws  and  regulations  L'-  which  all  are  required 
to  yield  obedience,  but  we  do  not  think  that  Students 
should  be  left  to  themselves  and  the  letter  of  'the  law .  We 
endeavor  by  all  proper  means,  personal,  public,  religious 
and  social,  to  make  every  one  a  useful  man.  No  parent 
need  suppose  that  his  son  is  deprived  of  those  warnings, 
admonitions  and  affectionate  advise,  which  parental  love 
so  carefully  administers  ;  Ave  continually  use  the  whole 
power  of  kindness  and  sympathy,  and  by  this  means  win 
many  youths  to  excellence.  But  so  soon  as  we  are  con- 
vinced that  a  Student  uill  not  do  respectable  service,  or 
will  b;  deteriorated  by  remaining,  we  cause  him  to  be  taken 
home. 


College  Dim, 


The  most  prevalent  vices  in  Colleges  are  drinking  spi- 
rituous liquors  and  gambling,  whilst  the  very  general 
habit  of  carrying  "arms"  of  some  kind  furnishes  the 
means  of  creating  difficulties  and  inflicting  injuries.  Our 
laws  forbid  any  Student  to  drink  any  spirituous  liquors  of 
any  kind.  They  also  forbid  any  Student  having  or  using 
any  "weapon,"  or  any  cards,  or  other   means    whereby 
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games  of  chance  are  played.  The  chief  difficulty  in  ex- 
ecuting these  laws  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  means 
and  instruments  of  transgression  arc  generally  brought 
from  home.  If  parents  will  see  that  none  of  these  forbid- 
den things  are  brought  or  furnished  from  home  we  will 
undertake  to  insure  that  they  are  not  procured  from  other 
sources. 


College  Canute. 


We  all  recognize  the  existence  of  "public  opinion,"  and 
chose  acquainted  with  Colleges  have  learned  that  there  is 
a  "College  opinion,"  i-nd  that  said  "College  opinion"  is 
a  very  mischievous  tiling.  It  has  long  been  the  custom 
in  Southern  Colleges  for  Students  to  have  a  code  of  regu- 
lations and  morals  peculiar  to  themselves.  According  to 
this  code,  they  may  practice  all  dissipation,  damage  prop- 
erty, create  disturbances,  commit  depredations,  play 
tricks,  and  then  club  together  for  concealment,  and  if  one 
should  divulge  anything,  he  is  insulted  and  scoffed.  To 
this  "College  opinion,"  we  pay  no  respect,  but  hold  all 
subject  to  the  morals  of  a  Christian  people,  and  visit  with 
swift  punishment  every  dastardly  spirit  that  attempts  to 
conceal  or  palliate  crime.  What  young  man  at  his  own 
home  would  dare  buy  "night  suppers"  from  negroes,  steal 
chickens  from,  neighbors,  and  do  numerous  similar  things. 
Yet  such  things  have  been  done  at  Colleges,  both  patrons 
and  the  public  laughing  at  them  and  letting  them  pass 
without  censure.  Students  or  patrons  who  expect  such 
toleration  at  Trinity  will  be  disappointed  ;  we  will  not 
even  retain  any  one  as  a  student  who  advocates  such 
principles.  We  ask  patrons  to  consider  the  subject  close- 
ly before  tJwy  excuse  their  sons  for  such  things,  or  advise 
them  to  yield  obedience  to  such  a  ruinous  code  of  morals. 
This  "College  opinion"  has  never  obtained  position  here 
and  never  shall;  but  we  have  had  some  trouble  in  repell- 
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ing  it,  and  it  has  been  the  cause  of  nearly  evevy  dismission 
that  has  ever  occurred  in  this  Institution. 

fetters  of  Jiittotattoii. 

These  are  common,  and  generally  worthless.  Every 
Student,  not  accompanied  by  parent  or  guardian,  should 
bring  a  letter,  but  that  letter  should  state  minutely  the 
character  of  the  youth,  As  tb  his  attainments  we  can 
soon  ascertain  them,  and  if  we  knew  his  disposition,  hab- 
its and  tendencies,  we  should  be  able  to  begin  pur  discip- 
line with  much  better  effect. 

Collegiate  Wear,  ©ration:. 

The  collegiate  year  is  embrace  A  in  one  session,  com- 
mencing on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September  and  end- 
ing on  the  last  Thursday  of  June  (Commencement  day.) 
There  is  a  holyday  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas. — 
Students  can  enter  at  any  time,  and  pay  from  the  time  of 
entering  to  Christmas  or  Commencement ;  at  which  times 
all  bills  not  paid  in  advance  must  be  settled  :  if  any  re- 
main unpaid,  interest  is  charged.  If  during  the  year 
parents  or  guardians  wish  their  sons  or  wards  to  visit 
their  homes,  or  any  other  place  away  from  the  vicinity  of 
the  College,  a  note  should  be  sent  to  the  President  to  that 
effect.  When  money  is  deposited,  it  will  not  he  applied 
to  anything  but  the  ordinary  CollGge  expenses,  without 
special  instructions  from  the  parent  or  guardian. 

Students  from  the  low  country,  or  from  a  great  dis- 
tance, can  remain  cheaply  and  pleasantly  during  vacation. 
This  hill-country  is  unsurpassed  as  a  summer  retreat. 

f itenvrg  Societies, 

There  are  two  Societies,  Columbian  and  Hesperian, 
with  well  furnished  halls,  valuable  libraries,  and  all  the 
usual  facilities  for  improvement  of  this  kind.  These  Socie- 
ties have  been  distinguished  from  their  origin,  for  their  strict 
adherence  to  parliamentary  rule,  their  support  of  College 
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law,  their  high  tone  of  character,  and  their  eminent  liter- 
ary merit.  They  are  zealously  collecting  chronicles,  tra- 
ditions, and  relics  both  of  Revolutionary  and  Indian  char- 
acter, and  deserve  the  co-operation  of  all  who  desire  to 
see  such  mementoes  of  the  past  preserved  and  transmitted. 

Iflcmts  of  %tm%. 

By  tlie  North  Carolina  Central  Railroad,  and  various 
lines  of  stages,  the  College  is  easily  approached  from  all 
points.  From  the  South  and  West  there  are  two  routes, 
about  equal  in  time  and  expense,- — by  Columbia,  S.  C, 
and  Charlotte,  N.  C. ;  or  by  Kingsville,  S.  C,  Wilming- 
ton and  Goldsboro,  N.  C.  The  College  is  located  five 
miles  from  the  N.  C.  Central  Railroad,  eighty-five  miles 
west  of  Raleigh.  Pass  engers  should  stop  at  High  Point, 
at  which  place  they  will  find  the  College  hack  every  day 
except  Sunday. 

If  patrons  do  not  accompany  their  sons  or  wards,  the 
President  must  be  consulted  before  any  arrangements  are 
made  for  boarding,  as  all  such  arrangements  must  be  con- 
firmed by  the  President  before  any  student  will  be  allowed 
to  enter  College.
